Sutherland Supports Bill. 


Senator Sutherland, republican, of Utah, 
supported the bill, but declared the 
president already had authority to pro- 
tect American citizens on American 
ships just as much as he had power to 
repel invasion without consulting con- 
gress.

On the re- 
mainder of the western front raids 
and artillery engagements have oc- 
curred, 

Hamadan, in Persia, 240 miles north- 
east of Bagdad, the goal of the present 
British advance in Mesopotamia, has 
been captured by the Russians, ac- 
cording to a Teheran dispatch. The 
occupation of Hamadan may presage 
another attempt by the Russians to 
advance into Mesopotamia from the 
east to aid the British forces there. 

In a raid on Russian lines west of 
Lutsk, Volhynia, which were penetrat- 
ed nearly a mile, Berlin says the Ger- 
mans destroyed the Russian works and 
took 122 prisoners.

BRITISH TROOPS 
STILL ADVANCING 
NORTH OF ANCRE 


London, March 3.—Against stubborn 
German resistance, British troops today 
advanced their line north of the Ancrfe, 
in France, an average of a‘ quarter 
mile on a front of nearly five miles, 
says the official statement issued by 
the war office tonight. The British ad- 
vance was made north of Puisieux-au- 
Mont and east of Gommecourt. 

A German bombing attack, the state- 
ment adds, forced the British to evac- 
uate a trench east of Sailly-Saillisel, 
but all the lost ground was regained 
by a counter attack. The statement 
follows: 

“During the day our troops made 
further progress north of Puisieux-au- 
Mont and eask of Gommecourt and our 
line has been advanced on @n average 
distance of a quarter mile on a front 
of nearly five miles. The enemy offer- 
ed stubborn resistance. 

“4 local German attack made against 
our advanced positions northeast of 
(Jueudecourt last night was stopped by 
our artillery barrage and rifle fire. An 
enemy bombing attack forced our 
troops to evacuate a trench east of 
Sailly-Saillisel this morning. An im- 
mediate counter attack was organized 
which regained the whole of the lost 
ground. 

“The enemy rushed two of our posts 
last night northwest of Roye; a few 
men are missing. Another strong ene- 
my patrol that attempted to approach 
our lines east of Givenchy and La 
Bassee this morning was stopped by 
our rifle fire. 

“Successful trench reconnaissances 
were carried out by our airplanes dur- 
ing the day. One of our machines is 


missing.”

EXPLANATION OF ANALYSES, 

Butter Fats: The law requires that the milk contain as much as 3.6 per 
cent butter fats. . Rich milk will contain as high as 5 to 6 per cent. 

Bacteria: Fresh, clean milk will contain less than 10,000 bacteria per 
cubic centimeter. The law allows as many as 100,000 per cubic centimeter. 
If it contains more than 100,000 there has been carelessness somewhere in 
handling the milk. 

Temperature: Milk should be kept below a temperature of 50 degrees or 
it may become dangerous. The consumer should test his milk with a ther- 
mometer. The law requires that all milk be delivered at a temperature below 

egrees. 

The accompanying list gives the section of the city in which each dairy- 
man delivers, and the consumer can easily tell which man is producin the 
best milk in their section of the city. Milk with a high bacterial count should 
be especially avoided.

Position of Company. 

The position of the express company 
was further set forth as follows by 
general counsel of the company: , 

‘The Reed amendment, by its terms, 
makes it penal to order, purchase or 
cause to be transported intoxicating 
liquors in interstate commerce into 
Georgia, except for four purposes, sci- 
entific, sacramental, medicinal and me- 
chanical. That prohibition ts on the 
citizen and not upon the earrier. The 
passage of the amendment will ef- 
fect no shipments on hand at the time 
of -its passage, nor any jn process of 
shipment at that time. We will de- 
liver the packages on hand at 11 o’clock 
Saturday morning, and all the packages 
tendered for shipment at the several 
points of origin up to 11 o’clock this 
morning. 

“As to the further effect of the Reed 
amendment on the transportation of 
intoxicating liquors: I do not know of 
any way in the world by which we can 
stop the shipment of liquors for the 
four purposes excepted in the bill: 
nothing in it has given us the right 
to do so. Indeed, the very law itself 
is a declaration that the carrier must 
transport them for the four excepted 
purposes. 

“During the week the ‘bone dry’ pro- 
hibition law went into effect in Ten- 
nessee, effective March 1. We issued 
an order on February 24 to stop re- 
ceiving shipments of liquors for Ten- 
nessee points, and immediately we were 
enjoined in two courts, in Evansville 
and in Paducah, and estopped from 
putting that stop order into effect until 
the very last train, though we had 
given four days’ notice in advance of 
the date on which the law became ef- 
fective. 


Must Transport Liquor. 


“Under the terms of the Reed amend- 
ment I do not understand that we have 
any right to say we will not carry ship- 
ments of intoxicating liquors if they 
are tendered, within the four excepted 
purposes. We do not make the laws, 
we merely can live up to them when 
they are made for-us. 

“Under the Reed amendment we will 
continue to make reports to the ordi- 
naries, as now required, to administer 
the oath and to collect the fee required 
by law, remit it to the ordinaries when 
shipments are delivered.” 

“The state regulation as to limit of 
quantities will continue to be observed 
in future as in the past, as will the 
Other provisions of the state laws. 

“If there are violations by the indi- 
vidual under the new federal law by a 
person who orders liquor purporting to 
order it under one of the four per- 
mitted exceptions, when in point of fact 
he has not ordered it for that purpose.

Washington, March 4.—The naval ap- 
propriation bill, carrying $535,000,000, 
was sent to the president shortly aft- 
er 1 o’clock this morning when final 
congressional action was taken, the 
senate agreeing to the conference re- 
port previously accepted by the house. 

The conferees reduced the extra num- 
ber of submarines to be built on the 
Pacific coast from 50 to 20, making the 
total number of submarines provided 
for in the bill 38. 

The senate conferees yielded also 
the provision for enlarging the Charles- 
ton, S. C., drydock, Senator Tillman de- 
claring that he would rather the dock 
never should be built than to imperil 
passage of the bill at this time.

U. S. OFFICER IS KILLED 
ON THE ITALIAN FRONT 


Washington, March 3.—Major Evin 
R. Heiberg, American military at- 
tache at Rome, was accidentally kill- 
ed Thursday while riding on the Ital- 
ian front. A report to the state de- 
partment today from the embassy said 
the officer was at the front on observa- 
tion duty. 

Ambassador Page’s report follows: 

“Please notify secretary of war that 
Heiberg, military attache, killed yes- 
terday, accident, while riding during 
performance of duty, visiting Italian 
front. The king has sent personal con- 
dolences on death of this distinguished 
officer. General staff, minister of war 
and military attaches likewise. Pray 
accept deepest sympathy of every mem- 
ber of embassy on loss of this fine sol- 
dier and gentleman.” 

Major Heiberg was assigned to the 
embassy at Rome about a year ago. He 
was appointed to the military academy 
from Wisconsin and served with dis- 
officer, particu- 


larly in the Philippines. 


NINE RUSS STEAMERS 
DESTROYD BY U-BOAT 


Berlin, March 3.—(Via Sayville.)— 
Nine armed Russian steamers were de- 
stroyed by the German submarine which 
recently was sunk near Hammerfest, 
according to a Christiania dispatch in 
The Neue Zuricher Zeitung, as quoted 
by the Overseas News agency. These 
vessels are said to have been pur- 
chased in South America’ by Russia, 


It was reported from Christianta on 
January 28 that 33 men from a German 
submarine which had foundered off the 
Norwegian coast had been landed near

GERMAN U-BOAT THREAT 
FAR FROM FULFILLMENT 


London, March 8.—Germany failed by 
slightly more than a 50 per cent mar- 
gin to make good her threat to sink 
1,000,000 tons of merchant shipping 
during the first month of unrestricted 
submarine warfare, according to fig- 
ures in the possession of the Associ- 
ated Press, the absolute reliability of 
which is vouched for here. 

Her submarines, the figures show, 
only succeeded in sending to the bot- 
tom during February in round num- 
bers 490,900 tons. 

This figure only exceeds by 140,900 
tons, it is declared, what the British 
authorities expected would be sunk 
during that month if ordinary ‘subma- 
rine warfare had been continued. It 
compares with 346,656 tons sunk dur- 
ing December and 322,067 tons during 
January.

“Grandfather Clock” 
Of W. & A. Slated 
For Governor's Office 


Inventory now being made of the 
property of the Western and Atlantic 
railroad, preparatory to the signing of 
the new lease with the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Louis railroad, has 
led to the discovery of a rather re- 
markable relic of the early days of 
the Western and Atlantic railroad. This 
relic is an old “grandfather ciock,’”’ 
which was some 40 or 50 years ago 
the “regulator” of the watches of the 
conductors and engineers of the road 
and fixed the time by which the sched- 
ule of the road was run. This clock 
is now in the office of the yardmaster 
at Hill’s park, and ‘‘Keeps good time.”

examination of the children in the county 
public schools by a capable physician, and 
the chairman of the county board stated that 
more than a year ago the services of the 
four physicians and the dentist regularly 
employed by the county have been offered 
the county board of education for use at any 
time and in such manner as they deemed 
fit, and that this offer still held good; and 
that if the board of education desired to 
avail themselves of it, these gentlemen would 
be available for regular examination work as, 
contemplated in the Ellis act. 

The county school superintendent stated | 
that some years ago the county school hoard | 
had employed a physician to make regularly | 
such examinations, but that the results had 
been so small, as he understood it, that the | 
plan had finally been abandoned. All three 
members of the county board of health, 
however, as well as Dr. Gilbert, who, as 
heretofore stated, was present unofficially, 
agreed that such examinations were very 
desirable, and that it would be well to put 
the plan into effect and attempt to educate 
the parents of the children in the county 
school system to the necessity of such ex- 
aminations, and of carrying out the recom- 
mendations of the examiners. 

The committee therefore made the fol- 
lowing suggestions: That the chairman of 
the county commissioners again tender the 
services of the four county physicians and 
the county dentist to the county board of 
eudcation; the county board of health then 
in session to recommend such examination, 
and that the county superintendent present 
this recommendation to the board of educa- 
tion with his personal indorsement; and to 
suggest, further, that the result of such ex- 
aminations and recommendations based on 
the same be submitted to the teachers and 
to the parents of the pupils, and that by

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Teutons as Ferocious To- 
day as in Fifth Century, 
Declares Dr. Borland, Sec- 
retary of Southern Educa- 
tion Board. 


| Tifton, Ga, March 8.—(Special.)— 
'“T wo great ideas in a death grapple,” 
is the way Dr. A. P. Bourland, secre- 
tary of the Southern Education board, 
characterizes the European war. “The 
rst is the ambition of a few men to 
rule all men, to have all men serve 
them—a wonderful lust for power, the 
what-I-will-I-will type of power. Be- 
hind this idea is the kaiser, two kais- 
ers, backed by Bulgaria and the un- 
speakable Turk with the corpses of 1,- 
250,000 Armenians as her record. The 
second idea is the right of every man 
to serve no man. In the fifth century 
Germany overran the world. But now 
the world turns. But this {s not a 
war, it is a scourge.” 

Dr. Bourland is visiting Tifton on 
| business, He spent four years with 
the Germans, and declares they have 
the same ferocious spirit today that 
they had in the fifth century when 
they ravished the Roman empire and 
cut it into small kingdoms and prin- 
cipalities, governed by the rule-or-ruin 
type of man, all of whom paid hom- 
age to the great kaiser. 

Ferocious as of Old. 

“"Descendant of the gods,’ the Kais- 
er is considered a siupertor being,” said 
Dr. Bourland, “and this largely accounts 
for the wonderful loyalty displayed by 
the masses toward their emperor. 

“The Germans are as ferocious today 
as in the fifth century,’ said Dr. Bou- 
land. “I mixed with the masses for 
several years. I found them gentle 
and refined, but latent, only waiting 
for the circumstance to bring it to the 
surface, was that times-old ferocity 
the ferocity that means what-l]-will-I- 
will. All Saxon kings trace their an- 
cestry to the gods. It is this supposed 
connection with the Deity that gives 
the kaiser such a wonderful hold upon 
his people—that and the iron power of 
terror, the sire of military despotism. 
Coupled with this ancient reverence for 
the kaiser is the fact that the Germans 
are unified, co-operation in all things 
heing the cornerstone of their lives, 
I heard them talk of England and her 
sea power and what they must do to 
break it, and how once broken they 
would he masters of the world. I re-

other English possessions and of the 
United States.

“They told me _ these _ provinces 
amounted to nothing, they were back- 
woodsmen and that the United States 
neutralized by the presence of 
three million Germans In the country.

Feared the United States 
Would Attack Germany. 


AMERICAN ATTITUDE 
SHARPLY ATTACKED 


Zimmermann Declares It 
Has Been Pro-Ally, and 
for That Reason Germany 
Was Justified in Taking 
Precautions. 


Berlin, March 8.—(Via Sayville.)— 
The following was given out today by 
the Overseas News agency (the offi- 
eial German news bureau): 

Foreign Minister Zimmermann was 


asked by a staff member of the Over- 
seas News agency about the English 
report that a German plot had been 
revealed to get Mexico to declare war 
against the United States and to secure 
Japan’s aid against the United States, 
Secretary Zimmerman answered: 

“You understand that it is impossible 
for me to discuss the facts of this ‘re- 
vealed plot’ just at this moment and 
under these circumstances. I, there- 
fore, may be allowed to limit my answer 
to what is said in the English reports, 
which certainly are not inspired by 
sympathy with Germany. The English 
report expressly states that Gerntany 
expected and wished to remain on terms 
of friendship with the United States, 
but that we had prepared measures of 
defense in case the United States de- 
clared war against Germany. I fail 
to see how such a ‘plot’ is inspired by 
unfriendliness on our part. It would 
mean nothing but that we would use 
means universally admitted in war in 
case the United States declared war. 

“The most important part of the al- 
leged plot is its conditions and form. 
The whole ‘plot’ falls flat to the ground 
in case the United States does not de- 
clare war against us. And if we real- 
ly, as the report alleges, considered the 
possibility of hostile acts of the United 
States against us, then we really had 
reasons to do so. 


Alleges American Plot. 

“An Argentine newspaper a short 
while ago really ‘revealed a plot’ when 
it told that the United States last year 
suggested to other American republics 
common action against Germany and 
her allies. This ‘plot’ apparently was 
not conditional in the least. The news 
as. published by Le Prensa (Buenos 
Aires) agrees well with the interpre- 
tation given, for instance, by an Ameri- 
can newspaper man, Edward Price, in 
Berlin and London, who said that the 
United States was waiting only for the 
proper moment in order opportunely to 
assist the entente. 

“The same American stated that 
Americans from the beginning of the 
war really participated in it Ly put- 
ting the immense resources of the 
United States at the entente’s disposal, 
and that Americans had not declared 
war only because they felt sure that 
assistance by friendly neutrality would 
be during that time much more effi- 
cient for the entente than direct par- 
ticipation in the war. Whether this 
American newspaper man represented

off from communication with the Unit- 
ed States. 

“But there’ were other facts which 
seemed to confirm this and similar as- 
eurances. Everybody knows these facts 
and I need not repeat them. The en- 
tente propaganda services have suffi- 
ciently heralded all these pro-entente 
demonstrations in the United States. 
And if you link these demonstrations 
with the actual attitude of the United 
| States, then it is obvious that it was 
not frivolous on our part to consider 
what defensive measures we should 
take in case we were attacked by the 
United States.’’ 


The version of the Zimmermann state- 
ment cabled from London gives the 
name of the American newspaper cor- 
respondent referred to by the German 
foreign secretary as Edward Price Bell, 
instead of Edward Price. Edward Price 
Bell is the name of the London cor- 
respondent of The Chicago Daily News. 


Zimmermann Correctly Quoted. 

London, March 3.—Foreign Secretary 
Zimmermann’s instructions to the Ger- 
man minister to Mexico, ag published in 
the United States, are admitted in Ber- 
lin to have been correctly quoted, ac- 
cording to Reuter’s from the German 
capital by way of Amsterdam. 

The Dispatch quotes the following 
telegram received in Amsterdam from 
Berlin on Friday and which was ap- 
parently sent by the Wolff bureau, the 
semi-official news agency: 

“The American press contains re- 
ports about instructions from the min- 
istry of foreign affairs to the German 
minister in Mexico City, in the event 
that Germany, after the proclamation 
of unrestricted submarine warfare, 
failed to keep the United States neu- 
tral. These reports tre based on the 
following facts: After the decision 
had been taken to begin unrestricted 
submarine warfare on February 1 we 
had to recken, in view of the previous 
attitude of the American government, 


with the possibility of conflict with the 
United States. That this calculation 
was right is proved by the fact that 
the American government severed dip- 
lomatic relations with Germany soon 
after the proclamation of a barred zone 
and asked othgr neutrals to follow her 
example. 

“Anticipating these possibilities it 
was not only the right, but also the 
duty of our government to take pre- 
cautions in time—in the event of a 
military conflict with the United States 
—in order to balance if possible the 
adhesion to our foes of a new enemy. 
The German minister at Mexico there- 
fore was instructed in the middle of 
January that in the event of the Unit- 
ed States declaring war he should of- 
fer to the Mexican government an al- 
liance an arrange further details. These 
instructions, by the way, expressly di- 
rected the minister to make no ad- 
vances to the Mexican government un- 
less he knew for. a certainty that 
America was going to declare war. 

“How the American government re- 
ceived information of the instructions 
sent by a secret way to Mexico is not 
Known. It appears, however, that the 
treachery—and it only must have been 
treachery—was committed on Ameri- 
can territory.” 

A Central News dispatch from Am- 
sterdam says the Berlin telegram in 
regard to Secretary Zimmermann’s Iin- 
structions to the German minister in 
Mexico is semi-official. 

The German press has been ordered 
not to publish a word regarding the 
American-Mexican relelations until fur- 
ther notice, according to an Amsterdam 
dispatch to the Exchange Telegraph 
company. The dispatoh says that only 
a few circles are aware of the intrigue 
and that it is considered possible that 
the result of the affair will be the res- 
ignation of Foreign Secretary Zim- 
mermann and the ending of Count van 
Bernstorff’s career as a diplomat.

STEEL TRUST'S DEFENSE 
N DISSOLUTION SUIT 


It Claims It Is a ““Good’’ Com- 
bination and Has No 
Monopoly. 


Washington, March 3.—In briefs filed 
today with the supreme court, the 
United States Steel corporation, its di- 


rectors and subsidiaries presented their 
defense to the federal government’s 
dissolution suit. The corporation, the 
defendants assert, was not formed with 
intent to monopolize or restrain trade, 
has not since done so, has actually had 
a beneficial and not harmful effect upon 
the iron and steel industry, is a “good” 
combination and has neither power nor 
has it shown disposition to control pro- 
duction prices or crush competitors. 

With admitted control of 40.9 per cent 
of domestic consumption, the briefs as- 
sert, ‘“‘this falls far short of controll- 
ing the supply—and obviously cannot 
control the price.’’ 

Mere size and power alone of a com- 
bination, the defendants declare, are 
not inhibited by the Sherman law. Al- 
so, they insist, the anti-trust statute 
prohibits “‘unreasonable” restraint of 
trade—not necessarily restraint of 
“competition.” Replying . upon § the 
“rule of reason” application made by 
the supreme court, the defendants ask 
dismissal of the federal prosecution. 

That President Roosevelt was not de- 
ceived in the corporation's acquisition 
of the Tennessee Coal and Iron prop- 
erties in 1907 and that they were 
bought to prevent a worse panic is in- 
sisted in the briefs. 

In conclusion, the defendants recit- 
ing numerous investigations by federal 
agencies, state: 

“The steel corporation has kept the 
public and government fully informed 
as to its course of conduct and policies 
ever since it was organized. Mean- 
while relying on apparent government 
and public approval it has gone on 
spending millions in’ development of 
its foreign and domestic side to the 
manifest advantage of its employees, 
customers and the general public and 
without injury to its competitors or 
others. These circumstances indicate a 
contemporaneous judgment in favor of 
the integrity and management of the 
steel corporation and such judgment 
ought not to ‘be overturned at this late 
date except for the most cogent and 
persuasive reasons.” 


WARNING IS ISSUED 
TO THE RESERVE BANKS 


Washington, March 8.—A warning to 
reserve banks against over-investment 
in warrants was issued tonight by the 
reserve board. 

“Pursuant to its policy of conserva- 
tion,” reads the statement contained in 
the board’s monthly bulletin, “the 
board has advised the reserve banks 
that it believes in adherence to a pol- 
icy of distinct moderation in connec- 
tion with the purchase of warrants. 
Such investments should be encour- 
aged during periods of great ease of 
money and when_~ rediscounts from 
member banks*fand offers of bankers’ 
acceptances are not expected to be 
heavy. 

“At a moment, however, when indi- 
cations are that requirements for com- 
mercial credit may be heavy and when 
federal reserve banks must be prepared 
to meet heavy demands upon them by 
their member banks, the board thinks 
it inadvisable to invest the funds of 
the federal reserve banks in warrants.” 

A tabulation showing the movement 
of gold to and from the United States 
since the war started gives total im- 
ports of $1,273,420,000 and exports of 
$323,398,000, leaving the net amount of 
gold brought into the country and re- 
maining here, $951,171,000. 


CHINA CONSIDERING 
ARMING HER SHIPS 


Washington, March °3.—Possible ex- 
tension of naval warfare to the Pa- 
cafic was forecast again today in an 
inquiry by a Chinese legation official 
at the state department as to what 
this country had done on the armed 
ship problem. It was stated that the 
issue will shortly confront China, and 
that this country’s experience in meet- 
ing it would be valuable. 

Some time ago the Japanese embassy 
here asked the state department as to 
the passage through the Panama ca- 
nal Dy armed ships, under the under- 
standing that Japan intended to take 
precautionary measures) against the 
submarine peril. Later reports from 
Japan stated that Japanese vessels us- 
ing the canal for entrance into the 
Atlantic would be defensively armed. 

Whether Japan intends to arm her 
whole merchant marine, or whether 
China’s inquiry was. necessitated be- 
cause Japanese boats armed to enter 
the Atlantic also touched at Chinese 
ports at the other end is unknown. 


AMERICAN LINE SHIPS 
READY TO TAKE ON GUNS 


ger ships of the American line held 
here by the German blockade are ready 
to take on guns when congress au- 
thorizes the government to arm Amer- 
ican merchant vessels. A naval con- 
structor and two ordnance officers 
from the navy yard continued today 

inspection of the American line 
ships.

JAPAN UNMOVED 
BY GERMAN PLOTS 


She Is True to Allies, and 
Relations With the United 
States Are Friendly—Ger- 
man Proposal Rejected 
With Scorn. 


Tokio;-March 3.—An additional state- 
ment issued by the Japanese foreign of- 
fice today refers to frequent attempts 
of Germany “to sow seeds of distrust 
between Japan and Great Britain and 
to cause the estrangement of Japan 
and the United States,” and adds: 

“The government is confident that 
the peoples and governments of the en- 
tente will continue to have confidence 
in Japan’s loyalty and its determination 
to extend all possible aid and share 
the difficulties and hardships until the 
struggle against Germahy and German 
cruelties ends,” - 


Kijuro Shidehara, vice foreign min- 
ister, said: 


“We were greatly surprised to hear 
of the German proposal,” he said. ‘““wWe 
cannot imagine what Germany is think- 
ing about to conceive that she could 
possibly involve us in war with the 
United States merely by asking Mexico. 
That is too ridiculous for words. Need- 
less to say, Japan remains faithful, to 
her allies.” 

Japan and Alien Land Bills. 

In response to a question regarding 
Japan’s attitude toward the anti-Jap- 
anese6é measures which were brought 
forward in Idaho and Oregon, M. Shide- 
hara said he had especially requested 
newspapers to refrain from inflamma- 
tory comment, advising that the matter 
be left for treatment through diplomat- 
ic channels. It was noticeable that the 
agitation did not approach that of the 
time the matter was brough up in Cali- 
fornia in 1913, and it is doubtful wheth- 
er the masses of ‘the people were even 
cognizant of the Oregon and Idaho 
bills, 

“Of course, we registered objections 
to the bills on the ground that they 
were discriminatory,” M. Shidehara con- 
tinued. “Japan is convinced Secretary 
Lansing has done everything possible 
to prevent the passage of the measure, 
but regrets the apparent revival of an 
anti-alien measure in one state. We 
realize the embarrassment of the cen- 
tral government owing to the system 
of state rights, but it is our duty to 
protect the dignity, honor and inter- 
ests of Japanese subjects.” 

IM. Shidehara continuing, declared 


that the relations between Japan and 
America were entirely friendly and that 
Japan hoped to discover a fundamental 


solution of the problems affecting Jap- 
anese residents in the United States, 
but had not yet found it. 

The Associated Press correspondent 
called the attention of the vice foreign 
minister to the comments of several 
Japanese newspapers, including a pa- 


per in Osaka, referring to the alleged 
menace of athe increasing navy of the 
United States and to the possibility of 
a future war between Japan and that 
country; also to another comment con- 
demning anti-Japanese legislation in 
America and urging the creation of 
identical inkerests with China by co- 
operation, as a means of improving the 
chances of solving all the problems 
which, continuing, might lead to war. 

M. Shidehara replied that the Jap- 
anese press did not represent the opin- 
ion of responsible Japanese leaders 
nor influence the government whose 
constant desire was friendship with 
America. 


Japan’s Relations With Mexico. 


Concerning Mexico, he said the Jap- 
anese relations with that country ‘were 
normal, He understood that some. Jap- 
anese mechanics sailed on the Kotohira 
Maru with machinery chiefly designed 
for Mexican paper mills. Mexican 
agents, he said, were unable to purchase 
rifles or war munitions in Japan. 

Colonel Manuel Perez Romero, min- 
ister of the Mexican de facto govern- 
ment to Japan, today denied to the As- 
sociated Press correspondent all knowl- 
edge of the German conspiracy. He 
declared that he had conducted no ne- 
gotiations on that subject and that he 
believed Japan wanced only friendship 
and increased commercial relations with 
the United States. Although some 
groups of Japanese profess pro-Ger- 
man sentiments, diplomatic represen- 
tatives of the entente powers here ex- 
press the conviction that the Terauchi 
government not only is faithful to the 
entente but essentially prudent in all 
affairs of state, seeking to avoid new 
difficulties in the present world crisis. 

The Associated Press correspondent 
is informed that Germany unsuccess- 
fully attempted two years ago to de- 
tach Japan from the entente and that 
Japan promptly informed her allies of 
it. In diplomatic circles the latest 
German conspiracy is characterized as 
childish and incomprehensible. 

Empress Sadako today contributed 
100,000 yen to the national fund for the 
ill and wounded of the entente powers. 

The Japanese press has for some time 
been urging the United States to declare 
war on Germany and expressing won- 
derment at what it describes as “the 
hesitation of President .Wilson,’’ who, 
the newspapers 6ay, may be trying to 
avoid the responsibility of beginning 
hostilities. : 


MEXICO DENIES 
RECEIVING PROPOSAL. 


Guadalajara, Mexico, March 3.—Gen- 
eral Candido Aguilar, the provisional 
minister of foreign relations, today for- 
mally denied that the Mexican govern- 
ment had been approached by Germany 
with the object of forming an alliance 
hostile to the United States. 

The statement given out by the Mex- 
ican foreign minister says: 

“The government of Mexico has not 
received in behalf of the government of 
Germany any proposal for an alliance 
looking toward war with the United 
States.” 


Mexico City, March 3.—Luis Cabrera, 
provisional finance minister and a 
member of the Mexican delegation to 
the recent Mexican-United States joint 
conference, today denied vehemently 
that he knew anything of the proposed 
alliance between Mexico and Germany 
against the United States, or that he 
had aided the German plan.

SOUTHISMENACED 
BY CAR SHORTAGE 


“Within Five Days There 
May Not Be Twenty-Five 
Freight Cars on Atlanta 
Says L. & N. 


Division,” 
Official. 


A drastic car shortage faces not only 
Atlanta and adjacent territory, it de- 
veloped Saturday, but practically the 
entire south below Cincinnati—a short- 
age so serious it may hamper the plant- 
ing of thousands of acres of land and 
the sending of food supplies_to hun- 
dreds of towns. 

“Within five days, unless immediate 
relief comes from the interstate com- 
merce commission,” Colonel Baylis, su- 
perintendent of the Atlanta division of* 
the L. & N., with headquarters at 
Etowah, Tenn., Saturday told the Ma- 
rietta Chambgr of Commerce and other 
chambers of commerce along the lL. & 
N., “there will not be 25 freight cars 
on the entire Atlanta division, and 
within ten days there will not be one. 
Yesterday orders for 100 cars to take 
fertilizer from Atlanta to Georgia 
towns where it is needed by farmers 
were left unfilled because of car short- 
age. In 27 days alone in February the 
lL. & N.—only one ‘southern road—was 
unable to fill orders for 39,542 separ- 


ate freight cars.” : 
Send Calls for Help. 


Tonight telegrams and personal let- 
ters by the thousand will begin to 
reach the office of Interstate Commerce 
Commissioner C. €. McChord, chairman 
of the commission’s car service com- 
mittee, in Washington, from Georgia 
and from every other southern state 
in which the _ shortage is now felt. 
The telegrams and letters wili be sign- 
ed by chambers of commerce and by 
scores of individual business men and 
firms who have felt the pinch of the 
shortage and fear the outcome if re- 
lief is not accorded. 

From facts learned authoritatively 
here Saturday, the. shortage, in so far 
as it affects at least the L. & N. and 
other gsouthern roads, is capable of 
prompt remedy if the proper action is 
taken by the interstate commerce com- 
mission, inasmuch as it is the result 
principally of an inequitable adjust- 
ment of national car needs. 

The L. & N., according to its officers, 
has rolling stock equipment exceeding 
by 16 per cent the maximum seasonal 
freight demands. Yet today only 29 
per cent of its box cars are on its own 
lines, and only 64 per cent of all its 
freight cars—box cars, gondolas, flat 
cars—are in use on L. & N. tracks. The 
return of the missing cars or their 
equivalent units of northern roads will 
instantly relieve the shortage of the 
south. 

Railroad practice is to keep a balance 
in interroad car exchanges, the pass- 
ing of a loaded freight car to the lines 
of one road from another calling auto- 
matically for the immediate return of 
an empty to the first line. The L & N. 
—the same is true of other southern 
roads, although the exact percentage 
of their losses in recent exchanges is 
not known—within the last few weeks 
has sent freighted cars to northern 
roads at the rate of 1.6 to every one car 
received empty in return. An attempt 
to bring this rate to normal has been 
frustrated by an order of the inter- 
state commerce commission. 

Here Is Situation. 

Nationally, the situation is this: The 
north and east, the greatest consuming 
sections and the food exporting sec- 
tions, are taking toll of both south and 
west for supplies, chiefly the west, in 
the bulk of shipments. Cars sent north 
from Georgia and other southern states 
with cotton and farm products pass to 
foreign rails at Cincinnati or other ter- 
minals, and are returned, when they are 
released from eastern short-haul coal 
and manufactured goods shipments at 
a rate not of car for car, but at about 
that experienced by the LL. & N., the 
surplus going west. The added empties 
thus sent west are returned with grain 
supplies, to relieve food shortages on 
the northern seaboard and to fill export 
orders, and only by accident are sent 
south again. 

Statement by Billups. 

“That is a true statement of the situ- 

ation,” declared Joe Billups, general 


passenger agent of the West Point and 
Georgia railroads. “The freight cars 
have been taken from the south to 
carry shipments of munitions and prod- 
ucts to eastern ports, and, when un- 
loaded there, they are sent to the cen- 
tral and grain sections of the coun- 
try for reloading, Then, they are used 
between the two points. 

“The system of exchanging an empty 
car for each loaded car sent over a 
foreign line, seems to have been all 
but entirely abandoned.” 

And the worst of the matter is that 
under present circumstances there is 
no relief for the situation in sight. 

“The cars which have been sent north 
and which should ‘be returned to the 
south are likely to be held in that sec- 
tion for six months or longer,” declared 
Mr. Billups. 

Conditions facing the Central ‘of 
Georgia road are much the same, &e- 
cording to a statement made by F. E. 
Ellis, division freight agent. 

‘The chief difference is that the L 
& N. and the Central of Georgia do 
not cover the same territory,” declar- 
ed that official, “but it is true that the 
shortage now facing us, and particu- 
larly serious at this season because 
of the enormous orders for shipment 
of fertilizers, is the result of the east-

REPRISALS ARE TAKEN 
~ ON ALUED PRISONERS 


Berlin .Alleges That Captured 
Germans Are Being Cruel- 
ly Treated. 


Berlin, March 3.—(Via Sayville.)— 
Lieutenant ‘General von Stein, the 
Prussian minister of war, announced 
in the reichstag today that reprisals 
had been taken by the German gov- 
ernment against what the minister 
termed mistreatment of Germans taken 
prisoner by the entente allies. 

The Overseas News agency (the of- 
ficial German news bureau) in report- 
ing today’s deliberations of the reichs- 
tag, says that General von Stein made 
94} Suppuvssze1 yoosds |vuoijesues ®B 
treatment of Germans taken prisoners 
by the entente allies and that the war 
minister was frequently interrupted by 
the deputies when he told of the condi- 
tion of prisoners in France, where, he 
said, the situation was the worst. 

“Unfortunately things there (France) 
do not grow better, but worse,” General 
von Stein is quoted as saying. “The 
enemy endeavors to oppress our unfor- 
tunate comrades, both body and soul. 
The liberties which we granted to pris- 
oners in our camps in connection with 
art and science, are unKnown in 
France. We therefore abolish these 
liberties in our prison camps. 

“The time of warning which had 
been fixed at four weeks and after 
which counter measures were to be 
taken, only benefitted Our enemies, 
During that time we treated our pris- 
oners decently while our prisoners in 
the hands of the enemy had to suf- 
fer four more weeks of torture. I ask- 
ed that the time be made shorter and 
this today was granted. 

“Counter measures will be immedi- 
ately taken and continued until we 
have received from enemy governments 
news that the hostile measures have 
been abolished. Thousands of prig- 
oners are forced to work close behind 
the French front under the fire of our 
cannon. If these unfortunate people 
seek cover against our fire they are 
ine from the shelter by French of- 

cers. 

“In England things are different. Al- 
though the English usually deny all 
charges of atrocities, it must'be ac- 
knowledged that in many cases they 
have made redress and that in Eng- 
land the treatment of prisoners is gen- 
erally better. However this does not 
include the employment by the Eng- 
lish also of many prisoners close be- 
hind the front. Therefore adequate 
measures afe being taken in reprisal. 

“We know further that German pris- 
oners in French perts are made to 
work to excess under unfavorable con- 
ditions by the British. For this reason 
also English prisoners have been put 
in a similar situation at certain places 
on the front. 

“Immediately after the declaration 
of submarine war we brought it to the 
knowledge of the British government 
that special treatment of our brave 
submarine crews would be answered

board or commission shall be vacated, and 
it is hereby declared vacant, and tn sald 
event the general council at its meeting suc- 
ceeding said period shall proceed to fill the 
vacancy created as above stated and the 
member of such board or commission fall- 
ing to meet as above required shall be in- 
eligible for re-election.”

E. T. Gentry Is Safe at/|| Held Prisoner by Rebels 
Home After Exciting Ex- 


periences in Cuba— Was 


us, 


Held Captive by Both Sides 
of Revolution—Writes His 
Story Exclusively for The 
Constitution. 


After having been half starved and 
held prisoner for ten days or more by 
first one armed force and then the 
other of the Cuban revolution, Edgar 
T. Gentry, of 646 Piedmont avenue, a 
prominent business man of Atlanta, is 
home once more, praising whatever 
gods be that it is so and with a strange 
tale to tell. 

On Monday, February 12, Mr. Gen- 
try stood in Santiago and looked out 
over the harbor, famed for Hobson's 
great exploit, calm and blue under a 
tropical sun, and felt that surely this 
was a fine old world. Only a few 
hours later, and but a scant 100 miles 
upon his journey back to. Havana, his 
train, surrounded by Cuban soldiers, 
was stopped and announcement was 
made that it would not proceed again 
for an indefinite period. Thus it was 
that he unexpectedly found himself 
engulfed in the vortex of a Cuban rev- 
olution which the party had 
precipitated with the suddenness and 
fierceness of a tropical storm. 

From that time for 
week, he spent his time gazing down 
carbine barrels, being captured and re- 
captured, escaping the governmental 
troops to run squarely into the arms 
of the revolutionists, occasionally be- 
ing importuned by fair ladies for pro- 
tection, and finally making his way 
back to Santiago with a Ford, which 
carried him part of the way, and which 
he carried the remainder of the way.

Santiago lhe found 
the revolutionists, with the port closed 
and communication with the outside 
world cut off. Days of waiting ensuea, 
during which he formed some rather 
decided opinions regarding a Cuban 
revolution, and among which is that 
the strength of the revolutionists 1s 
little known in the states and unless 
Uncle Sam intervenes the commander 
of the revolutionists is going to dictate 
peace terms to the Cuban government. 

Mr. Gentry also formed some de- 
cided views upon the United States 
consular service in Santiago, but— 
well, let Mr. Gentry tell the story in 
his own words. It could not be more 
interesting otherwise. 

And here is the story of Mr. Gen- 
try’s adventure which he has written 
exclusively for The Constitution:

Saturday evening, February 3, I en- 
trained in Atlanta in the belated “Dix-

arrived in Jacksonville about ten hours

On the morning of the 6th, only three 
days from frozen Atlanta, I strolled 
into the streets of the great Latin- 
American city, flooded with the light 
and warmth of a tropical sun.

Later in 
the morning the train was moved by 
our new captors in the direction of 
Camaguey to a pueblo called Guamo, 
where they learned that Camaguey was 
in the hands of rebels. The engine 
was attached to the rear of the train 
and we moved again in the direction 
of Bayamo. Arriving there we found 
the town in process of being recaptured 
by the rebels and continued the flight 
to Palma Central, a great steel sugar 
mill, electrically driven and one of the 
largest in the world. This great prop- 
rtyis owned by President Menocal,. Gov- 
ernment troops were in barracks here 
for the protection of the property. This 
was the one spot in eastern Cuba the 
rebels wished most to capture. It 
later developed that at the time of 
our arrival it was the only place in 
the province in the hands of the gov- 
ernment. Our sleeping car was side- 
tracked and the greater part of the 
train made ready for military purposes. 
The car contained quite a number of 
people, both men and women, but I ap- 
peared to be the only American. The 
food and water gave out, or was car- 
ried away. There were no cléan tow- 
els or bedclothes. Guarded by soldiers 
and frequentiv inspected by curious 
mobs of hybrid people, all of whom 
made love to the women, we sweated 
the hot hours away until nightfall.

Arnow Issues Statement. 


In discussing the game season just closed, 
Charles S. Arnow, state game and (fish 
commissioner, made the following observa- 
tions: 

“The Bob White, our most popular and 
abundant game bird, was more plentiful 
the past season than for many years, par- 
ticularly in the south Georgia counties: 
while there were decidedly less of them killed 
than normally. This was due to several 
causes, chief among them, perhaps, that the 
farmers and landowners in many counties 
would not allow hunting at all on their 
lands, because they believed the boll weevil 
would be destroyed by the quail and dove; 
and again, the high cost of ammunition had 
its effect; and in south Georgia the local 
sportsmen have formed a habit of hunting 
only from about Thanksgiving to the earlv 
part of January. As the weather averaged 
very warm during that period, the result 
was that few birds were killed. 

“While it is very gratifying to know that 
the farmers are now beginning to realize 
the importance of protecting our birds 
it is none-the-less true that many are _la- 
boring under a misapprehension as regards 
the birds which feed upon the boll weevil. 
The quail and dove are both ground feed- 
ers, and subsist almost entirely on small 
grains, seeds of grasses and weeds and occa- 
sionally such green stuff as tender oats, 
turnip greens, etc., but so far as the state 
and national departments of 
ave investigated, it appears that neithe: 
of those birds can be properly classed a: 
insectivorous. It is the non-game birds 
that are of greatest value along those lines, 
and when it comes to the boll weevil they 
are preyed upon chiefly by birds such as 
the swallow that feed in their flight. The 
boll weevil is a winged insect, and is not 
found on the ground, except, perhaps, when 
hibernating, when it would be so deeply 
buried beneath dead moss and trash of va- 
rious kinds as to be inaccessible to birds. 
such as the dove and Bob White. 

Opposes Longer Closed Season. 

“I notice that from some quarters is 
coming the suggestion that the killing of 
quail be forbidden for a period of years, 
as a means of curbing the advance and in- 
crease of the boll weevil. Even if this 
bird did feed upon the weevil, I am of the 
opinion that such a step would be productive 
of no real good. 

“All experienced hunters agree that for 
some reason.the Bob White is found in lib- 
eral numbers each season not where they 
are never killed, but where they are moder- 
ately and regularly shot each season. While 
there are differences of opinion as to why 
this is true, it is a proven fact that it is so.

young deer (they are very easily tamea if 
taken while young, and are also easily 
taken then) to the parks and zoos of the 
state, and in some cases to individuals, 
strictly for propagation purposes. 

Deer as Food Valuable. 


“Deer are very hardy animals, suscepti- 
bie to practically no disease, and the day 
will soon come when they are raised for their 
fowud value alone. In states where this is 
now done the average value of an adult deer 
is said to be $30. 

“There are vast possibilities in the propa- 
gation of game, and the Bob White, already 


' semi-domestic, can be raised cheaply and ai- 


most anywhere. 

“Later, no doubt, will come a time when 
the sale of such game for food will be lega!- 
ized, when propagated, but the present laws. 
sometimes resented, which inhibit such sale 
are absolutely mecessary as conservation 
measures. 

“The small boys are not nearly so prone 
to destroy our non-game birds as they were 
a few years ago, this due largely to the in- 
terest that is being taken by most school 
teachers in the protection of our birds; and 
we are daily receiving requests from those 
school children themselves for literature 
bearing upon this subject. 
‘‘A sentiment favorable to the protection 
of our wild life is rapidly developing all 
over the state, the chief effect of such sen- 
timent being, of course, better enforcement 
of the law.”

Johnston Ordinance, Barring 
Physicians FromGrady Board, 
Will Be Considered. 


———— 


When the regular semi-monthly 
meeting of council ts called Monday 
afternoon there will be an adjournment, 
without the transaction of any busi- 
ness, until Thursday, March 8. 

This will be done under an agreement 
made by twenty-five members of coun- 
cil because the mayor wished to attend 
the inauguration of President Wilson 
and did not care to miss the council 
meeting when twelve elections were to 
be held. 

At Thursday’s meeting council will 
thrash out the Grady hospital row 
when the Johnston ordinance comes up 
for consideration. The ordinance will 
have two reports, each signed by three 
members of the ordinance committee, 
one favorable and the other adverse. 

Vote of Committee. 

The vote in the committe was a8 
follows: For the ordinance, Alderman 
Johnston and Councilmen Buchanan and 
Nutting; against the ordinance, Alder- 
man McClelland and Councilmen Dillon 
and Orme. 

The Johnston ordinance, which has 
caused much discussion and something 
of a wrangle, makes physicians ineli- 
gible to serve on the board of trustees 
of the Grady hospiaal. The physicians 
are ibitterly opposing it as class legis- 
lation. The president of the board of 
trustees and the supérinkendent of the 
hospital favor it on the ground that 
physicians on the board may cause 
trouble from medical factionalism. 

Council will hold twelve elections, 
there being four police commissioners, 
six hospital trustees, a clerk of the re- 
corder’s court and a member of the 
cemetery commission to ‘be elected.

Politicians Differ

Once more the question of who shall 
call the next house of representatives 
to order has arisen. This question 
first arose with the resignation of Col- 
onel John T. Boifeuillet as clerk of 
the house, it being the duty of this 
officer to call a new house to order. 

It was thought disposed of by hav- 
ing the speaker of the old house to 
act under the constitutional amend- 
ment of several years ago, which pro- 
vided that the old legislature should 
hold over until the new ilegislature 
comes into office, but the view now 
generally taken seems to be that this 
would not solve the situation, inas- 
much as the law reads that old mem- 
bers shall hold office, “until the time 
fixed by law for the convening of the 
next general assembly.”

The 
members of the house, of course, may 
informally assemble and call upon scme 
one to take the chair, and this will 
probably be the procedure. Out of 
compliment to the retiring clerk of 
the house, who has served in that ca- 
pacity for many years, it is not unlike- 
ly that the new house will call upon 
Colonel Boifeuillet to call them to or- 
der.

~ TO GEORGIA FARMER 
FOR FOOD SUPPLIES 


Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture Asked by. New York 
Food Committee for Names 
of Farmers Who Can De- 
liver Potatoes and Onions. 


GREAT MARKET AWAITS 
GROWERS OF FOODSTUFF 


Georgia Department Has 
Begun Work Toward Per- 
fecting System to Care for 
Just Such Exigency--Many 
Acres Idle, States Brown. 


The mayor’s committee on food oe 
ply of the city of New York is calling 
upon the farmers of Georgia to help 
relieve the food situation which has 
been the cause of many food riots in 
the wreat metropolis. In this situation 
Commissioner of Agriculture ds J. 
Brown sees an opportunity for Georgia 
farmers not only to be of untold assist- 
ance tu suffering humanity, but to find 
a ready and active market for their 
food products. 

To this end he has just issued a 
statement calling upon the farmers to 
use every foot of ground available for 
the produation of foodstuffs. Mr. 
Brown sees no relief from the food sit- 
uation if the war continues, but on the 
hand, thinks the situation will 
even more acute, especially so 
if it should become necessary for the 
United States to go to war. The only 
relief lies in production of sufficient 
foodstuffs to meet the demand. 

Hartigan Wires Commissioner. 

The department of agriculture has 
just received an urgent telegram from 
Joseph Hartigan, commissioner of 
weights and measures and secretary 
of 4i1.e mayor's committee on food sup- 
ply of New York, asking what supplies 
of potakoe- and onions are available 
eut of Georgia, and stating that “if de- 
liveries can be made there is big busi- 
ness for your people.” 

Commissioner Brown's statement 
upon this situation is as follows: 

“Impressed on my mind more than 
any other one thing coming out of the 
i.nusual condition of, affairs which this 
county is experiencing at this time, 
this statement which was carried in the 
Associated Press dispatches of February 
24 from New York: ‘A crowd of ap- 
proximately one thousand persons, 
mostly women who had astended a 
mass meeting in Madison square to 
protest against the high cost of food, 
stormed the Waldorf-Astoria hotel late 
today, shouting they were starving and 
demanding to see Governor Whitman.’ 

“That's an awful condition to exist 
in a country of great development, un- 
limited resources and unbounded possi- 
bilities like this. And it isn’t because 
can’t take care of ourselves. 

Many Acres Are Idle. 

“There are acres and acres of lands 
in this state on which to produce the 
tvod crops for which people all over the 
country are crying; a great deal of 
¢4hese necessities are being produced 
@lready which are a surplus over our 
own needs, but a lack of the proper 
system in handing them 1s not bring- 
ing the proper return Or making the 
proper distribution. 

“] was gratified when Mr. Jackson, 
who is organizing a marketing system 
for the agricultura] department, issued 
the following announcement to. the 
farmers of the state this week, be- 
cause it presented so forcefully the op- 
portunity that exists: 

Appeal to Farmers. 

“"To the Farmers of Georgia: At- 
tention is directed to the following im- 
portant telegram received today by this 
department: 

‘New York, Febuary 28. 
‘Department of Agriculture, Atlanta.

We 
had just begun last week the formu- 
lation of a system designed to meet 
exactly the condition which is exist- 
ing in New York and to meet exactly 
the kind of inquiry made by Mr. Harti- 
gan, and this opportunity will serve 
excellently to illustrate in a praatica] 
way just where one of Georgia's 
greatest agricultural needs lies and how 
it can be supplied. 

“J don’t know how much potatoes or 
onions there are in Georgia for sale. 
There way be a great deal or there may 
be very little. The purpose of the mar- 
ket bureau, though, is to know, in fu- 
ture, just when and where there ig a 
demand for such things, and to know 
where there is a supply for that de- 
mand and to put the two in direct 
touch with each other. At the same 
cime, we expect to learn and tell the 
farmer how to prepare his stuff for 
market, how and where to market it 
and when to market it. We expect to 
be in a position to know the best buy- 
ers, where they are, what they wane 
ana to put them in direct contact with

Negro Pastor and Church Or- 
ficers Charged With Arson. 


The trial in the recorder’s court Sat- 
urday afternoon of cases of disorderly 
conduct against Eugene Norton, Zack 
Harris, O. A. Arnold, Pete Norris, W. 
A. Bonds, L. Wellons and John S. Mad- 
dox, all negroes, and deacons in the 
Mt. Olive Baptist church, resulted in 
three of the negroes, Zack Harris, 
Pete Norris and W. A. Bonds, being 
bound over for arson under a $500 bond 
and the cases against the other de- 
fendants being dismissed. At the close 
of the trial the pastor of the church, 
Rev. C. H. Young, was arrested on a 
warrant, served by a deputy sheriff, 
and charging arson, it being alleged 
that the parson himself burned his 
dwelling in order to get a large sum 
of insurance money. 

The cases grew out of a church row 
which followed a vote to retain 
the services of the pastor, although 
a majority of the deacons opposed 
him. It was testified that the dea- 
cons had become incensed at this, and 
that the three negroes bound over had 
expressed a determination to oust the 
pastor, even if they had to burn down 
the parsonage at 182 Harris street. 
This house, along with several other 
houses, was destroyed by fire Tuesday. 

Chief of Fire Inspectors Joyner tes- 
tified that the house had evidently been 
set fire to by means ot’ kerosene 
oil, and several negroes testified 
against the accused deacons.

southern championship is at the pres- 
ent moment when the distant Louisiana 
State university has laid claims to the 
honors which the University of Georgia 
and the Atlanta Athletic club had con- 
ceded as belong to themselves. 

The Decatur High School Girls’ five 
has played a large number of games, 
winning them all with the exception 
of two—tying Griffin High school at 
Decatur, but later defeating this team 
at Griffin, and losing by a close score 
to the Lucy Cobb quintet at Athens. 

Lucy Cobb has played five games at 
Athens, winning them all. 

Now Decatur want's Lucy Cobb to 
recede from the position formerly held 
by the ‘“‘Lucies” that they will play no 
teams off their home court. Decatur 
is willing to pay all expenses of the 
Lucy “Cobbites” to Atlanta, and fur- 
nish entertainment here, and play on 
the Atlanta Athletic club neutral court, 
instead of their court at Decatur. 

The captain of the Decatur team 
has written the basketball authorities 
at Lucy Cobb to that effect, declaring 
that, otherwise, in event of Lucy Cobb’s 
refusal, ‘“‘Decatur is willing to leave 
the awarding of the championship to a 
fair-minded public.” 

A copy of the challenge sent to the 
Lucy Cobb manager was furnished The 
Constitution by the Decatur captain, 
and is as follows: 

“Lucy Cobb Basketball 
Ga.—The Decatur Girls’ five is anxious to 
secure a return game in Atlanta due to 
the closeness of the game in Athens, which 
we lost by only seven points, 16 to 9. 

“Of course, the Decatur team does not 
question Lucy Cobb's right to play all her 
games on the Lucy Cobb court, but Deca- 
tur does feel that if Lucy Cobb wishes to 
eontend for state championship honors she 
must play return games with teams having 
so much better records than that of Lucy 
Cobb. 

“Decatur is willing. if Lucy Cobb refuses 
to play here, to leave the awarding of the 
championship to a fair-minded public. 

“Captain Graves, 
club. has informed Decatur that the neutral 
court of the Athletic club can be secured 
for a return game with Lacy Cobb. 

“Decatur !s willing to pay all expenses 
of the Lucy Cobb team in traveling to 
Atlanta. and entertainment here. Decatur 
paid one-half of her expenses to Athens 
to play the game there, and due to 
these reasons feels that she is entitled to 
a return game, which she is willine to 
play on any neutral Atlanta court. 
“Trusting to hear from you immediately, 
I am.  vours sincerely, Mary Will Mont- 
gomery, Captain Decatur High School Girls’ 
Basketball Team.”’ 

Altogether Decatur has played thir- 
teen games, winning eleven, tying one 
and losing one. Decatur has made 207 
points against her opponent’s 83.

The | 
soy cake which results from the press- 
ing out of the oil is a very highly nitro- 
genous feed. The oil is used as 
salad oil, in the manufacture of but- 
terine,, lards and greases, fancy inks, 
white enamel and water-proofing com- 
pounds; it contains about 10 per cent 
glycerine, which i's taken out as a vy* 
product in the manufacture of soap, 
then it is used quite extensively in 
the manufacture of paints, varnishes 
and stains. 

The oil is better than linseed oil for 
white enamel as it does not yellow with 
age or when used on interiors where 
there is little light. It has not, how- 
ever, as good drying properties as has 
the linseed oil. Only the yellow seed- 
ed varieties can be used for oil pur- 
poses. One ton of seed makes about 
1,650 pounds of meal and 30 gallons 
of oil. 

This crop offers another opportunity 
to southern farmers to diversify and 
to the oil mill men to secure another 
material for pressing in their mills 
during the ‘season when there is a 
searcity of cotton seed. In eastern 
North Carolina there has been develop- 
ed a considerable soy bean industry, 
there being some ten thousand or more 
acres devoted to this crop in but one 
or two counties; the oil mills of that 
region are helping in this development 
by buying the bean's from the farmers 
for working in their mills. The cost 
of adjusting the cotton oil machinery 
to the pressing of the soy beans was 
negligible. 

Growing Soy Beans for Seed. 

There are several sources of loss in 
the growing of soy beans, making their 
successful cultivation a matter of care. 
First, there may be loss or failure to 
secure stand because the seed has been 
injured by storing in bulk and heating; 
most oil seeds will heat if stored in 
bulk and will be injured, but with the 
soy bean there is also a likelihood that 
the seeds may be too old—they retain 
their vitality but a short time and 
it is best to always u'se fresh seed. 

Then there is a hazard with the beans 
because of their weakness in early 
stages of growth—if a rain crusts the 
surface they may be unable to push 
through, though this failure may pass 
unnoticed and the defective stand laid 
to poor seed. Then, at maturity, the 
pods may shatter if allowed to get 
too dry after fully ripe, and the beans 
will be scattered out on the ground 
and lost for market purposes, though 
this loss may be somewhat retrieved by 
pasturing the land with hogs where 
this occurs. This shattering of seed is 
probably the chief fault of the soy

The beans may be cut with a mower 
with bunching attachment, or with a 
side rake reaper, and the taller varie- 
ties may be cut with a binder.

Hay, Pasture and Silage. 


For hay purposes the smaller stem- 
med varieties are especially valuable. 
Even if the seed be allowed to mature, 
these may be fed as hay with but little 
waste, but with the larger stemmed 
ones, aS they approach maturity the 
stems rapidly become hard and woody 
and the stock will leave these uneaten; 
these must be cut when the pods are 
about filled, but before the leaves yel- 
low and fall—the bent grade of hay 
can be made ax such time with any va- 
riety. When manag-d thus, the hay! 
is very easily cured and is considered ! 
fully equal to alfalfa hay and will in 
part replace grain in the rations for 
domestic animals. Henry gives the 
analysis of soy bean hay is 15.4 per cent 
protein, 22.3 per cent crude fiber, 38.6 
per cent nitrogen-free-extract and 6.2 
per cent either extract or fat. 

As pasture the crop is invaluable for 
all classes of live stock, but is more 
often used for hogs; hogs on soy bean 
pastures, when supplied with corn, 
have made the cheapest gains of those 


on any feeds of the south. The corn 
may be grown in alternate rows with 
the beans and all pastured together. 
When pastured off there is profit in 
the gains made by the stock and in in- 
creased fertility in the land. Returns 
from the pasturing of soy beans have 
been found to be a net gain of $15 to 
$25 per acre. Then the beans may be 
cut in the green stage and fed as-a 
soiling crop to dairy cuttle or other 
stock, along with corn or sorghum. 
Those who are familiar with the prac- 
tice of soiling or green feeding dairy 
cattle know that the most profits are 
made from such practice and that any- 
thing that will help maintain the bal- 
ance of the ration is as valuable for 
such use as it is for the production of 
pork. 

As a silage crop the soy bean has 
probably been more successfully used 
than has any other of our legume crops; 
for many years attempts have been 
made to improve the quality of silage 
by putting up with the corn some of 
the more nitrogeneous legume crops, 
such as clover, alfalfa, cowpeas and 
the soy bean. The results have not al- 
ways ‘been satisfactory, but soy beans 
are more used today than are any of 
the others; sometimes they are grown 
with corn for this purpose, but usually 
they are grown on separate fields, 
being mixed with the corn when put- 
uns them into the silo.

WINDOW BOXES AND HOTBEDS. 


I wonder which of us does not re- 
member the window box in which our 
parents were accustomed to start their 
tomato and pepper plants. These were 
usually filled with good garden loam 
and manure or chip dirt from old wood 
eee The seeds were planted and the 

ox placed under the kitchen stove 
where the heat of the firebox would 
lend its aid in the germination of the 
seeds; or sometimes a chair or bench 
supported the box near a south window 
where it could get the benefit of the 
this latter place Was al- 
ways considered the better when the 
plants were well started. 

Then sometimes the younger broth- 
er or sister would go in search 
knowledge or something else and upset 
the box or use the dirt for making mud 
pies and ruin all of the prospects for 
an early garden. Or if the plants did 
succeed in reaching some size and were 
placed. on the outside to “harden off” 
how often the farm poultry ruined them 
by scratching up the dirt in their search 
for worms. 

With a hotbed, so it seems, there 
would have been much greater chance 
of getting the plants that were wanted 
without such unlucky accidents. Of 
course there were many that used hot- 
ibeds, but then, as now, it seems that 
the number of those who did was com- 
pafatively few. Hotbeds are so easy 
€o construct and so valuable an aid 
that directions for making them will 
perhaps not be amiss. Of course there 
are hotbeds of all sizes and descrip- 
tions, with hot water or even steam 
heat, but we wish to talk about a very 
simple one for use on the farm. Good 
gardens are the secret of good living 
— truck is a synonym for good 
uck. 


Construction, 


An important requisite and the most 
expensive item in the equipment is a 
go00d glazed sash. It is possible to raise 
the plants in hotbeds without sash if 
other good covering is provided for use 
on cold and rainy days, but there will 
be much loss of heat and hence in net 
growth of plants unless one has such a 
sash. So we must find an old window 
Sash or get a new one for this use. A 
trench 20 to 24 inches deep must be 
dug, slightly smaller in dimensions than 
Our sash; then we must make from four 


boards a frame to go about the top of | 


this trench, one side of the frame being 
higher so that when the sash is placed 
on the frame it will have a slight slope 
and will allow for rapid drainage of 
the water when it rains. When this 
frame is set about our trench and the 
sash placed on the frame we have the 
simplest form of hotbed. We could 
improve on this somewhaa, but unduly 
increase the cost, by boarding up the 
sides of the trench, making a straight 
wall from the bottom of the trench to 
the top or sash. Or we could build 
more elaborate and permanent ones by 
bullding walls of brick or of cement, 
— this small, inexpensive one will 
anSwer the needs of any but a large 
farm. 
Management of Hotbed. 

Next we must get some manure for 
use. For this purpose horse manure is 
usually preferred as being more heat- 
ing, and it probably is at least more 
rapid in its fermentation than other 
manures, and therefore generates more 
heat for a short period. This is piled 
in quite a Jarge pile and left for several 
days until heating begits; then the pile 
is forked over and left again; when 
well heated it is placed in our trench 
to the depth of at least 18 inches, be- 
ing put in and tranvped in several lay- 
ers. Then about six inches of good rich 
garden loam is placed over this manure 
in which to grow the young plants. 
The temperature of the soil in the bed 
will rise at first to 125 degrees Fahren- 
heit, and after a few days drop to 85 
or 90 degrees F., after which drop the 


seeds should be put in, and not wereee.. | 


As the manure continues to heat for 
quite a long period, this hastens the 
germination of the seeds and _ the 
growth of the young seedlings, and by 
the time the heat from the manure is | 
exhausted, warmer spring weather is/} 
at hand, and artificial heat not needed. 

Close attention must be paid to the 
watering and ventilating. Watering is 
necessary at first only at intervals of 
several days, but as the weather gets 
warmer and the plants larger, more 
frequent watering is necessary. Venti- 
lation ia given to supply oxygen for the 
needs of the plants and as a means of 
regulating the heat near the young 
plants; upon cold days the sash is kept 
close, and in very cold weather it may 
even be necessary to cover the sash 
with matting, or old ruys, or blankets, 
to keep the plants from freezing; but 
on warm days the heat may become too 
intense and the sash is thrown partly 
back, to give ventilation and prevent 
too high a temperature. 

The hotbed must be started from the 
middle of February to the first week in 
March, depending on location, and this 
is about the best time now to get plants 
in the open by middle of April; any 
further delay will throw one late—in 
fact, unless one has manure ready now 
for this use, it will likely throw him 
late but, even at that, “it is better late 
than never,” and tomatoes and other 
things will be appreciated the more if 
late.

Do not endeavor to get more 
than six nests. This is quite a plenty. 

If you haven't sufficient knowledge 
of Carneaux, you should now ask some 
experienced fancier to have a look at 
your birds and give his opinion as to 
their merits. You may be advised to 
destroy at once two of your imayinary 
prize winners. If a man of experience 
advises this, don’t hesitate. Don’t en- 
tertain the idea that because they are 
well bred and that the parents have 
cost a large sum that it is a pity to do 
this, and that someone may be willing 
to purchase them at ae small price. 
There are too many of those well bred 
wasters about that only disappoint the 
expectations of those who have pur- 
chased them. If there should be anv 
good enough for show purposes, don't 
be in too great a hurry to exhibit them. 
Bear in mind vou will require their 
services in the breeding loft next sea- 
son, and don’t be tempted to sell them. 
You cannot afford to do so, you will 
never make any progress if vou sell 
your best; have the courage to say no, 
however tempting the offer.

Hiere the rea- 
son appears for starting with moderate 
young stock birds; if old birds are pur- 
chased, one of them may die before you 
have made sufficient use of it, and vour 
plans will then be all upset. The prob- 
lems of breeding are so many and va- 
ried that it is impossible to go further 
into them. 

What I have written thus far applies, 
for the most part, to Yellows, as a pair 
of good stock birds of this color can 
be more easily produced than a pair 
of Reds. 

If, however, vour fancy is to breed 
Reds and a pair cannot be procured at 
a price to fit your pocket book, pair 
a Red cock to a Yellow hen: but see to 
it that both are as good in color as 
possible. Avoid a cock with a very 
blue head, slaty back or ashy under 
color, and in this case, too, you cannot 
afford to give away any color point in 
the hen. Let her be as good in this re- 
spect as possible. 

I know this advice is quite contrary 
to that given by a recent writer on 
this matter, but I maintain my opinion, 
nevertheless. 


Egg, Meat and Utility Poultry.

EGG CLASS. 


The hens of the egg class are wedge- 
shaped. The comb is rather large, the 
neck is trim, the plumage is tighe- 
feathered, and the rear portion of the 
body is large, wide, deep and round. 

In the illustration of the egg type 
it will be noted that the rear of the 
body drops down between and behind 
the legs. This is an important point 
that can be detected when looking at 
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hens in the yard; the best layers have 
the low sterns.

For a hen to be a good layer, the 
Space between the pelvic arch (the two 
bones, one on each side of the ven) 
and the rear end of the’ breastbone 
should be the width of three fingers or 
more. To obtain this measure place the 
fingers horizontally under the two pel- 
Vic bones, and ascertain how many 
fingers can be placed in the space be- 
tween the pelvic bones and the end of 
the breastbone.. A hen with a small, 
irim, tight (unmyielding) stern is a poor 
layer. Such a hen usually measures 
from one to two fingers’ width from 
the rear end of breastbone to the pelvic 
arch. 

The greater portion of the body of 
the egg type hen should be behind her 
iegs. ‘The rear body of khe heavy layer 
corresponds to the udder of the dairy 
cow and it should be similarly large, 
properly formed, well extended and 
vielding to the touch. When the layer 
iS imactive these rear parts contract, 
leaving the skin and underlying flesh 
loose and rather pendulous. You can 
tell a good laver, even when she is not 
iaving, by the big, loose stern, which 
demonstrates that the rear body can 
and will expand to large proportions 
when egg production is resumed. 

How to Tell the Laying Hen. 


When a hen is laying, the two pelvic 
bones are spread apart about the diam- 
eter of an ege (1Z inches);- otherwise 
it would be impossible for the egg to 
pass from the hen without the shell’s 
being crushed. As such an accident 
would prove fatal to the layer, nature 
precludes its occurrence by 
or separating the pelvic bones in corre- 
lation with the development of the 
exes. 

in the non-layer, for illustration, the 
distance between the pelvic bones is the 
width of one finger or less, and it us- 
ually requires from four to six weeks 
for this hen to graduate from the “one- 
finger’ unproductive class to the 
‘three-finger’’ active layer. It is ap- 
parent that the expansion of the bones 
is secondary to the development of the 
eggs; hence, the more rapidly the hen 
forms her eggs, the faster her pelvic 
bones are adjusted to the laving con- 


dition.

They lay brown 
eggs, which are produced in greater 
numbers in the pullet and yearling age. 
They are good foragers, easily confined 
if necessary, and quiet in disposition. 
In size they are between the breeds of 
the ad class and those of the meat 
Class. hey develop more rapidly than 
the latter and are unequalled for the 
production of medium-sized roasters 
(chickens weighing about four pounds 
each). The females are excellent moth- 
ers. The plumage is not so abundant 
as that of the meat breeds, and the 
legs are free of feathers. 


Plymouth Rocks. 


Originated in America from a cross 
of a Dominique male and Black Java 
female, with Black Minorca and White 
Brahma blood added later. Specimens 
were first exhibited by Mr. D. A. Up- 
ham at Worcester, Mass., show in 1869. 
The White Plymouth Rock is a sport 
of the original Plymouth Rock (now 
known as the Barred Plymouth Rock) 
and was introduced in 1880. The Buffs 
were brought out in 1893. The Ply- 
mouth Rock is the most popular breed 
of poultry in America, and the Barred 
is the most popular variety of this 
breed.

Rhode Island Reds. 


The foundation of this breed was laid 
when Red (Buff) Cochins and Buff Ma- 
lays or Cornish were brought by sea 
captains to Little Compton, Rhode 
Island. The Wyandotte and Brown Leg- 
horn blood was added. This breed was 
first exhibited at the South Massachu- 
setts Poultry association under the 
name Rhode Island_ Reds. Weights:

<i Orpingtons. 


The heaviest general utility breed, 
of which the Black variety was orig- 
inated in England in 1886. The Buff 
Orpington appeared in England in 1894.

New York, March | 
Wall street is rapidly revising its views ; 
on the stock market. For days after 
President Wilson severed diplomatic 
relations with Germany, the most far- 
sighted and successful men In the finan- 
cial district held to their belief that 
peace was the dominating note in the 
outlook. It was stoutly argued then 
that this country had already derived 
all of the benefits possible from war. 
But that period marked the high point 
of the peace talk. Suddenly the tide 
began to turn. Today, Wall street is 
almost agreed that this country is go- 
ing to war with Germany, and that war 
will mean another wild upward swing 
in stock market prices, especially in the 
industrial shares. 

Wall street has not lost faith in its 
belief that a period of drastic readjust- 
must follow It is also 
agreed that our participation in the 
conflict for psychological, if not for 
physical, reasons will hasten the day 
when world-wide peace will be declar- 
ed. But there will be a time Between 
this and the end of the war, Wall street 
now arguing, which cannot be ig- 
nored. During the past month, Wall 
street is now claiming, there has been 
an entire change in the whole situa-

Walking down the trust company 
steps, it was realized that the fore- 
going conclusions were based primarily 
on the theory that war is going to last 
indefinitely. 

“How long will war last and what do 
you see ahead of us?” was asked the 
international banker. Recognizing the 
question with a “good morning,” the 
financier, without looking up from his 
roll-top desk, following an old habit 
when very much interested, reached for 
a pad and silently began drawing both 
straight and curved lines within a 
quickly sketched circle some _ three 
inches across. It was nearly a minute 
of sixty full seconds before the pad 
was thrown aside. 


What May Happen. 

Tf the campaign of the allies this 
Summer discloses unexpected strength 
and resources on the part of Germany, 
her opponents, England and France and 
Russia and Italy, will get discouraged 
and begin to ask, ‘What’s the use of 
keeping this up” Under such condi- 
tions, we will have peace before the 
end of thie year. I believe, ho'wever, 
that exactly the opposite results will 
be obtained by the allies from their 
Summer campaign. And when the Eng- 
lish and French realize the Germans 
are breaking up, nothing on earth will 
be able to stop them. from continuing 
the war to the bitter end. That will 
mean, of course, that the end of the 
war is not now in sight.” 

As to the stock-market effect of a 
long-drawn-out conflict, with this 
country participating, the views of the 
private banker were the same as those 
of the trust company president. Both 
men believe that, because of the violent 
and thorough liquidation which follow- 
ed Germany’s cry for peace on Decem- 
ber 12, the technical condition of the 
stock market is now very strong. Over- 
extended margin accounts, they pointed 
out, have been closed, and stocks have 
passed from weak to strong hands. 
There is a large short interest out- 
standing, it was added, which means 
that stocks which have been borrowed 
and sold in the open market will like- 
wise be purchased in the open market 
and returned as soon as prices begin 
to advance. The belief that prices will 
advance was based on the war-order 
business ahead.

STOCKS WERE DULL 
DURING PAST WEEK 


Period of Stagnation Caused 
by Uncertainty Due to 
Crisis Growing Out of La- 
conia Sinking. 


— 


New York, March 3.—(Special.)—The 
many new uncertainties injected into 
the situation regarding war with Ger- 
many, the arming of ships, the dis- 
putes in congress, etc., and most espe- 
cially the clinching of the general idea 
that war is inevitable since the Laco- 
nia sinking, produced stagnation in the 
securities markets during the past 
week. The general idea of traders was 
to wait for definite events in regard 
to action by the United States before 
making committments on either side. 
The fact that stocks held firm and in 
some cases advanced, made it all the 
more certain that liquidation of securi- 
ties ran its course the day that the 
severance of diplomatic relations with 
termany was announced. Practically 
all weak holders were shaken out of 
stocks on that selling movement, espe- 
cially as it came after the severe breaks 
in prices and the heavy liquidation all 
through December and the first part of 
January. Stocks passed into such strong 
hands and the incentive to further short 
selling was so completely taken away 
that practically the only thing that the 
market seems able to do at the present 
time is to move upward. It has been 
found that there is still a large short 
interest which would cover on any de- 
velopments liable to produce buying, 
while it is certain that there would 
be buying following any definite de- 
cision or development in the present 
tense situation. Therefore, while there 
might be a short period of slight weak- 
ness, immediately following actual com- 
mencement of war with Germany, it is 
considered most probable that the gen- 
eral tendency of prices would quickly 
change to strength if there should be 
such temporary weakness.

I believe $250,000,000 in sales should 
be the mark aimed for by manufactur- 
ers of motor truck attachments and 
motor trucks for the year 1917.

Dr. Landrith te Speak. 

The address of the evening will be 
made by Dr. Ira Landrith, of Chicago, 
a man who is intimately acquainted 
with the problems of boyhood and can 
speak intelligently on all forms of co- 
operation between fathers and their 
boys. Dr. Landrith is also familiar 
with civic problem's and will no doubt 
indicate in many ways how the city 
of Atlanta can more definitely look 
after her many boys. Dr. Landrith 
was vice presidential candidate on the 
prohibition ticket during the last cam- 
paign and spoke in more than half af 
the states of the union during that 
time. 

‘The program will be enlivened by 
songs familiar to the boys and men, 
and the Georgia Tech band will be in 
attendance. 

The rule will be that fathers will 
only be admitted when accompanied 
by their sons, the only exceptions being 
in ca'ises where fathers are out of the 
city and boys who have no fathers. A 
apg house will be established 
where boys who have no fathers and 
“en desiring to attend who have no 
sons may arrange to come together. 
The age of the son will be approxi- 
mately twelve years and up, but fathers 
having younger boys who desire them 
to attend may take them. 

The banquet will be open to all who 
desire to attend, the charge being $1.50 
for two plates. Tickets are on sale at 
the oa . A. building on Luckie 
street, and at the Boy Scout headquar- 
ters, 601 Chamber of Commerce build- 
ing. A delegation will be in attend- 
ance from Griffin, Ga., and other part's 
of the state will probably be repre- 
sented. 

The effect of the banquet should be 
to break down reserve and-formalism: 
to lift the son out of his place of isola- 
tion into his father’s counsel; to bring 
the father out of his absorption in 
business and to create an atmosphere 
or tendency between fathers and sons 
so that they will go forward increas- 
ingly dav by day in one another's 
companionship, each needing the other 
and each helpful to the other. 

The Inception of Movement. 

The idea of a “Father and Son” 
movement Originated with General 
Robert E. Lewis, of the Cleveland Y. M. 
Cc. A., and Newton D. Baker, now sec- 
retary of war, was the first mayor to 
issue a proclamation in its favor. Prac- 
tically every newspaper in the United 
States carried a story concerning the 
movement, and hundreds commented 
favorably in their editorial columns. 

The proclamation of Mayor Baker 
was read from the pulpitse of the 
churches and to the 80,000 pupils in the 
Cleveland school rooms; 40,000 mes- 
sages were handed to the boys to car- 
ry back into their homes. 

Within a few weeks of its inception 
a hundred mavors of American cities 
had asked their people to adopt it. 
Two of the leadin journals of the 
country requested r. Lewis to or- 
ganize the movement, and let them ' 

its official organ. To these, and over- 
tures of various kinds, Mr. Lewis re- 
plied that the work never would be 
organized so far as he was concerned 
and that he had been trving simply 
to arouse the public conscience of the 
necessity of a closer fellowship be- 
tween fathers and sons. He generally 
added that, in his opinion, there are 
enough organizations now. 

“As a rule, bovs in their teens are 
not understood by their fathers,” said 
yeneral Secretary Lewis. ‘The school 
gets them, the club gets them, they 
are interested in yells and athletics 
and, later, there is great danger the 
gang may get them. A boy hasa right 
to more than food, clothes and correc- 
tion: he has an inalienable right to a 
father.”

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GOOD DAY'S WORK. 


The democratic party, and particularly 
the people of Georgia, are to be congratu- 
lated upon the action of congress in defeat- 
ing the bill providing for the involuntary 
retirement of federal judges, and which em- 
bodied an obvious discrimination against 
Judge W. T. Newman, of the United States 
district court for the northern district of 
Georgia, an ex-confederate veteran and dem- 
ocratic appointee, who has faithfully dis- 
charged the duties of his office and who is 
in the prime of his intellectual and physical 
vigor. 

Friends of the measure induced sub- 
stantial support upon the representation 
that the bill could not injuriously affect 
Judge Newman, and that it was introduced 
at his suggestion, which representations 
were studiously repeated until silenced by 
publication of the unequivocal repudiation 
of Judge Newman, who made it clear that 
his indorsement of a wholly different meas- 
ure had been perverted in aid of the pend- 
ing bill. 

Desperate efforts were then made by the 
supporters of the bill to clothe it with the 
sanctity of an administration measure, but 
friends of the administration promptly ex- 
posed the masquerade and left the fate of 
the bill dependent upon its own merits—or 
demerits. 

While it appeared inconceivable that a 
democratic congress would enact a law 
which could effect an obvious: discrimination 
in favor of any republican judge against a 
democratic appointee, it became apparent 
that the influences behind the bill were so 
alert and persistent that in the absence of 
organized opposition its passage was not 
only possible, but probable. 

At this juncture Georgia democrats 
prominent in the party organization under- 
took to enlist the aid of the Georgia dele- 
gation in opposition to the bill and suc- 
ceeded in securing the open and effective 
support of Congressmen Bell, Park and 
Adamson, who lent their active influence to 
an effort to divest the bill of its discrimina- 
tory teatures, by amendment. 

The Constitution volunteered its services 
in opposition to the bill and kept the public 
, posted through its news columns, editorially 
urging opposition to the measure, and its 
defeat in the interest of party palicy and 
individual justice, regardless of the motives 
behind the proposed legislation. 

Public sentiment was so unmistakably 
manifested in opposition to the bill that the 
amendment urged by The _ Constitution 
finally received the unanimous support of 
the Georgia delegation in the lower house 
of congress, and the amendment of Con- 
gressman Bell, eliminating discrimination, 
was adopted by the house of representatives 
without substantial opposition. 

In the meantime, the public had become 
aroused to the danger of legislative inter- 
ference with the judiciary department, re- 
sulting in crystallized opposition which de- 
feated the entire measure by a majority 
vote, in spite of the remedial amendment. 

Representatives Bell, Adamson and Park 
have well earned the commendation they are 
receiving from the people of Georgia for the 
able and efficient campaign successfully 
conducted by them to perpetuate an inde- 
pendent judiciary. 

Politicians have for so long regarded 
federal appointments as legitimate spoils of 
office that the public have grown tolerant, 
if not acquiescent, but efforts to subject the 
bench to the exigency of political whims or 
partisan exigency will continue to meet re. 
buke and repudiation as long as the govern- 
ment is conducted under the provisions of 
the present constitution. 
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A MANAGER FOR CHICAGO. 


After “investigating” for some months 


cently issued a voluminous, a8 well as en- 
lightening, report, in which it recommends 
the “city manager plan” of government for 


that great corporation. 
Before the suggested change could be 


; 


, the city manager form of government it will 
| be the largest city on earth so governed; 
; and whether the efficiency bureau’s recom- 
' mendations be carried out or not, the quest 
| of such a great city for a common sense and 
| economical system of government will be 
| watched with the keenest interest, and with 
profit, by every other large city in the 
country. 

In the Chicago district now are twenty- 
two local governments, and under the 
bureau's recommendations these would be 
consolidated into one single governmental 
unit. The board of aldermen, now number- 
ing seventy, would be reduced to thirty- 
five, or one for each ward, elected for four 
years, and be subject to recall “for cause.” 
The manager would be appointed by the 
council, with an indefinite tenure, and he, 
too, would be subject to discharge “for 
cause.” 

The efficiency bureau estimates that the 
reform would mean an annual saving to the 
taxpayers of the city of $3,208,000. 

A most favorable field for an economic 
showing is furnished by the “Windy City,” 
because its management in the past often 
has been inefficient and wasteful in the ex- 
treme, and its custom and common practice 
have been such that even an executive dis- 
posed to administer good government would 
find himself greatly handicapped by the sys- 
tem by which he is bound down. There have 
been too many purely political administra- 
tions of Chicago’s government. In fact, it 
is doubtful if another American city has 
suffered more through the evils of politics. 
Too often its pay rolls have been maintained 
for the benefit of political workers rather 
than for the best interests of the taxpayers, 
the public generally and efficient govern- 
ment; the tendency too often has been to 
complicate the governmental. machinery, 
necessitating the creation of more jobs 
rather than to simplify it and reduce the 
salary roll. 

It will be interesting to note now the 
degree of public favor with which the effi- 
ciency bureau’s suggestions will be received 
—whether or not the people of Chicago 
really want a new form of government guar- 
anteed to assure the services of an execu- 
tive head whose retention of office would 
be consequent upon his abilty to deliver 
efficent and economical public service. 


“a 10° WILSON. — 


Congress has responded to the presi- 
dent’s and the country’s call. 

It has given the executive full, uncondi- 
tional authority to arm merchant vessels for 
their own protection against the sea ma- 
rauders of the kaiser and appropriated $100,- 
000,000 to be placed at his command to do 
with as he sees fit to put his plans into 
execution. 

In other words, President Wilson is given 
carte blanche to deal with the situation 
along his own lines, according to his own 
ideas free from congressional interference. 

Never before in a national crisis has the 
American congress vested a president with 
more absolute authority; never before has a 
congress by its vote reposed such implicit 
confidence in a chief executive. 

Now the congress and the American 
people look to President Wilson for results! 

He has been given what he asked for, 
‘and in unstinted measure: Authority, 
money, confidence; and greatest of all, the 
ironbound pledge of the American people’s 
support “in good measure, pressed down 
and running over.” 

The country never in its history stood 
more compactly and unswervingly united be- 
hind a leader in a time of perplexjty; and 
the country never had a leader in whom it 
reposed greater confidence. 

The immediate destiny of the nation now 
is in President Wilson’s keeping; its honor, 
its very security rests upon his shoulders. 

It is a great load; but Wilson is a great 
man. And the country is certain of the pres- 
ident’s willingness and sanguine of his abil- 
ity to lead it aright.

The advice is as sound and wholesome 
in this day of extremes in modistes’ crea- 
tion as it was in that other day of hand- 
made laces and homespun. Now, as then, 
it is not so much in what milady wears that 
makes her beautiful and attractive, as how 
she wears it. 

And the great Jefferson, fearless hero 
that he was, though neither a knight nor a 
soldier, dared to go further than it is safe 
for man—without the alibi afforded by quo- 
tation marks—to venture in this day of 
super-sensitiveness, ana suggest that nis 
sister keep ear attuned to the axiom that 
“cleanliness is next to godliness.” This is 
evidenced by his further suggestion regard- 
ing her clothes: 


Do not faney vou must wear them till 
the dirt is visible to the eve. You will be 
the last who is sensible of this. 


Then, having tested the temperature of 
the water, so to speak, the premier exponent 
of simplicity boldly plunges in; and, were he 
writing in 1917 instead of more than a cen- 


tury ago, he could not more wisely nor with 
more delicacy and finesse call attention to

volve herself in. . . . I hope, therefore, 
the moment you arise from bed your 
first work will be to so dress yourself in 
such style as that you may be seen by 
any gentleman without his being able to 
discover a pin amiss, or any other cir- 
cumstances of neatness wanting. 


There is no gainsaying that a little re- 
versal to the simplicity and decorum of 
Jefferson’s generation, a slight harking 
back to the staid principles and the modesty 
of our foremothers, would prove harmful in 
no respect to our womenfolk today, nor 
would it detract one possible whit from 
their charms and winsomeness. 
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TOO MUCH GOLD. 


High authorities contend that too much 
gold—not shortage of supply, nor of railroad 
cars—is the basic cause of the current high 
and rising prices of food commodities for 
man and beast. 

In other words, America today is grap- 
pling with a real and literal “yellow peril’— 
is paying the price of an abnormal supply 
of gold. And the war is blamed for it. 

J. W. Higgins, chairman of the General 
Managers’ Association of Chicago, issued a 
statement a few days ago, setting forth his 
conclusions after a thorough investigation 
of the high Yost of living problem, in which 
he said: 


Our products of agriculture, mines and 
factories have been exchunged with Eu- 
ropean countries—not for like products— 
but for gold. This exchange in- 
creased our gold supply, but decreased 
our stocks of other products, for which 
an increased demand had been created 
by our prosperity. ; However, 1 do 
not believe there is any food famine or 
danger of food famine in this country. 
There is plenty of food for man and 
beast, and the railroads are able to move 
anything and everything for the needs of 
the people, and will see that it is done. 


The Financier, New York, published an 
analytical discussion of precisely the same 
problem by Professor Irving Fisher, depart- 
ment of political economy of Yale,university, 
leading up to the same conclusions. 

Responsibility for the “sudden uprising 
of prices in the last few months,” says Pro- 
fessor Fisher, both abroad and .at home, 
rests chiefly upon, “first, growing scarcity 
of goods; and, second, growing abundance 
of money!” 

The whole world, says he, is suffering 
acutely from “war inflation.” In the coun- 
tries actually at war this inflation, he says, 
has been chiefly in the form of paper money 
issues, while in neutral countries it has been 
chiefiy in the form of gold imports. 

“The gold flowing to neutral countries, 
like Sweden and the United States,” he says, 
“is gold displaced by paper money in bellig- 
erent countries and attracted to neutrals 
because the belligerents could not export 
other goods than gold.” 

And he goes on to say that “bankers 
should take an especial] interest in the causa- 
tion” so plainly proven, “although as yet 
there is almost no realization in this country 
that we are suffering from a gold deluge. It 
is significant that Sweden has already taken 
a radical and epoch-making step toward 
protecting herself from the flood of gold, 
namely, by stopping its importation, through 
refusal of the state bank to accept it in pay- 
ment for its notes at the former legal rate.” 

Professor Fisher hoists the danger signal 
and emphasizes the importance of avoiding, 
“by keeping up the rates of bank dis- 
counts,” the too rapid growth of “super- 
Structure of credit.” Otherwise, he says, 
“the rise in prices will be apt to end ina 
disastrous crisis.” 

The facts ag they have actually come to 
pass are wont i opposite to the conditions 
feared and predicted by the financiers upon 
and immediately after the outbreak of the 
war. Then the bankers and the financial 
experts were dreadfully excited in the fear 
that the war would drain this country of its 
gold, by the dumping on us of American 
securities held abroad. 

“The nations at war,” they said, “will 
have to have gold to fight with. They will 
flood this country with our own securities 
and take all of our gold away in payment.” 

But the opposite resulted. The European 
countries dumped their American securities 
back upon the American market, just as was 
predicted; but it wasn’t our gold they 
wanted; it was munitions and war supplies. 
And for every million doll@rs’ worth of our 
own securities we have bought, we have 
sold Europe two or three or four millions 
of dollars’ worth of war munitions and sup- 
plies, getting Europe’s gold and Europe’s 
securities in payment for it! So that today 
the United States has more actual gold than 
any three of the European countries com- 
bined—and they are still demanding more 
munitions in exchange for more gold!

Stirring Events of Ante-Bellum Days 
Told by One Who Lived Through I hem 


Livid with historical and sentimental in- 
terest to all Georgians, the following rem- 
iniscent letter to The Constitution was _ writ- 
ten by George Norman, of Hamburg, Ark., 
a native Georgian, who’last saw this state 
in 1866, and who is prebably the oldest living 
graduate of the Univergity of Georgia. 

Mr. Norman was graduated from the Uni- 
versity of Georgia in 1849, with first honors, 
and was valedictorian of his class. He is 
now 90 years old and has been a practicing 
attorney at the bar for 64 years. Mr. Nor- 
man’s letter is as follows: 

Editor Constitution: When ] read recent- 
ly of the illness and death of Mrs. M. A. L. 
Compton, such a tidal wave of old memories 
came rushing over me that I was moved to 
set down some reminiscences pertaining to 
my life and recollections of Georgia and her 
people. 

I love old Georgia yet, though I have not 
been back to the old homestead since 1866. 
My memories of Georgia scenes prior to 
1861 are more vivid than those that have 
occurred since that time. 

1 was born in Bibb county, Georgia, in 
1827. My great-grandfather and grandfather 
were Virginians, and lived at the time of 
the revolutionary war in Fauquier county, 
Virginia. My great-grandfather, William 
Norman, was a soldier in the company of 
Captain Stubblefield, Colonel ‘“‘Light Horse 
Harry” Lee’s regiment, and in General Wee- 
den’s brigade. He was badly wounded at the 
battle of the Brandywine. 

Having campaigned down to Augusta, 
Ga., my great-grandfather was so impressed 
with the beauty of the country, that, at the 
close of the war, he and my grandfather, 
George Norman, who was then a youth of 
about 18 years of age, moved to and set- 
tled in Lincoln county, Georgia, where they 
are buried. Lincoln county was named for 
General Washington's secretary of war. 

Oliver Hillhouse Prince married my grand- 
father’s oldest daughter, Mary Raymond 
Norman. Their tragic death in 1838 is still 
in the memory of many Georgians. He was 
a compiler of the first digest of the laws 
of Georgia (Prince’s Digest). He went to 
the city of New York to arrange for the 
publication of the second edition of his di- 
gest, and was returning on the steamship 
“Home,” which was caught in a great storm 
off the co&st of North Carolina and went 
down in an inlet, in which it had taken ref- 
uge. Both he and my aunt were drowned 
—the only person escaping the wreck being 
a young man, whom Major Prince was bring- 
ing as a private teacher for his children. 
Major Prince, as he was then known, was in 
the United States senate in 1827. 

Hon. Washington Poe, of Macon, Ga., 
married my father’s youngest sister, Selina 
Sherly Norman. He was a candidate for con- 
gress in 1844, and was elected, although the 
state of Georgia voted for James K. Polk 
for president. 


A Whig Campaign Refrain. 


Judge Christopher Strong was the whig 
candidate for Elector For Henry Clay, and 
I remember this refrain to one of the cam- 
paign songs: 


“Wake up, Whigs, and all come along, 
For Washington Poe and old Kit Strong.” 


I was admitted to the bar in 1851, at 
Forsyth, Ga. Judge James H. Starke was 
judge of the Flint circuit, and served years 
afterwards. He was succeeded by Judge E. 
G. Cabiniss. I came to the bar of the su- 
preme court in 1856. Joseph Henry Lumpkin 
was then justice, and Judges Eugenius Nis- 
bet and Hiram Warner were associate justices 
—two whigs and one democrat. 

Georgia had no supreme court until 1845. 

In 1850 the democrats of Georgia started 
a great secession campaign, but were defeat- 
ed bv Governor Howell Cobb, who was a 
democrat, but joined the unionists. 

In 1859 I moved to Arkansas. At that 
time I was a partner in the practice of law 
of Judge Thomas J. Simmons, of Georgia 
supreme court. 

I knew Judge Joseph Henry Lumpkin well. 
He was emeritus professor of law while I 
was at college and his name is on my license 
to practice in the supreme court of Geor- 
gia. Dr. Alonzo Church was president of the 
university faculty, Mr. Waddell of languages, 
McCoy of mathematics and Jackson of bot- 
any.

A Visit From Bill Arp. 


“Bill’ Arp was out here some years ago, 
and told me that all my classmates were dead. 
He was in the.senlor class at the university 
when I was a junior. 

I was in Athens when it was illuminated 
in 1847 in honor of General Zachary Tay- 
lor’s victory at Buena Vista. 

A hundred times have I laughed with my 
father over General Longstreet’s “Georgia 
Scenes.” My father had lived through these 
times and frequently said no man could write 
a current history of Georgia unless he had 
made a careful study of “Georgia Scenes.” 

My father, W. S. Norman, was a member 
of the house of representatives of the Geor- 
gia general assembly of 1843, and he carried 
me along to Milledgeville, where I first saw 
Charles J. Jenkins (God bless him!) and Bob 
Toombs. They were young men then, and 
began there to make their political history. 
The matter for most animated discussion was 
“Emancipation of Married Women’s Prop- 
erty” from debts and liabilities of their hus- 
band. I knew of instances of wealthy 
young ladies’ property being swept away, 
upon marriage to impecunious, but heavily 
indebted, husbands. At that time (1843) and 
many years afterwards, marriage carried ti- 
tle of all property of the wife to the hus- 
band. Boy as 1 was, I was deeply moved by 
the pathetic eloquence of Mr. Jenkins, in 
favor of the bill; but Mr. Toombs was more 
aggressive and appealed so strongly to the 
conservative temper of the day that the 
measure was lost. 

Debtors paid their debts in those times. 
I have seen men in jail for no other crime 
than that they could not pay their debts. 


Intense Political Feeling. 


The intensity of political feeling of those 
earlier days, say, from 1837 to 1860, cannot 
be appreciated by this generation. I have 
seen citizens fighting on the streets, simply 


because one was a whig and the other a dem- 
ocrat. The whig girls married whig boys: 
the democratic girls were the fondest of the 
democratic boys (as I sometimes found to 
my discomfiture, as I was an ardent whig). 

While I was in college, in 1848, I think, 
Judge Cone, in Atlanta, cut with a bowie 
knife, Alexander H. Stephens so deeply that 
it was thought he could not recover, and the 
whig boys of the college wanted to organ- 
ize a mob to lynch Judge Cone. Mr. Steph- 
ens recovered, and Judge Cone was fined 
a thousand dollars. 

Middle Georgia was called the “Black 
Belt’”’ on account of its wealth in African 
slaves, and where the schools and colleges 
and churches were chiefly located. This sec- 
tion had a majority of whigs, but the jeans 
coats and copperas breeches of the mountains 
and of the wiregrass country were unani- 
mously democratic. and Governor McDonald 
was the idol of .ne mountain democracy. He 
was always attired in broadcloth (a luxury 
in those days) and under a silk hat, and 
a glittering fob dangled down his trousers. 

1 knew Judge Walter T. Colquitt, and 
heard him in several criminal cases, and I 
think he was the ablest criminal lawyer 
that I have known in my association with 
the members of the bar.

Smithsonian Institution 
Issues a Short Bulletin on 
Different Kinds of Orchids 


Probably there is no flower in the whole 
plant world which is admired more and un- 
derstood less today than the orchid, the de- 
velopment and cultivation of which are dis- 
cussed by J. Costantin in a paper of the 
Smithsonian Annual Report. ‘Even the sim- 
pler orchids are very curious plants, of the 
so-called endogenous type, belonging to the 
same group as the lilies, palms and grasses, 
hut differing from them greatly in having 
showy and often highly colored flowers of 
remarkably diverse forms. Upon entering a 
house filled with orchids one is literally 
amazed by the bizarre display; the brilliance 
of color, and the peculiar forms of leaves, 
petals and roots. The number of known spe- 
cies is greater than that of any of the re- 
lated families, even not excepting the grasses, 
totalling 6,000 species, included in 400 genera. 
This great number is, no doubt, due very 
largely to the diligent search which has 
been made for these plants in all countries, 
for purposes of cultivation, on account of 
their beauty and very pe popularity. They 
have otherwise very little economic value, 
excepting a few members; such as the va- 
nilla plant, from which the well-known ex- 
tract is prepared. 


The Terrestrial Orchid. 


Some of the orchids are terrestrial: that 
is, they grow with their roots in the ground. 
The great majority, however, including most 
tropical species, are epiphytes—“air plants’— 
which grow on trees and shrubs, but receive 
no nourishment from them. This peculiarity 
was chiefly responsible for the difficulty 
which was experienced in successfully grow- 
ing many species upon their introduction into 
Europe from Asia and Malaysia in the eigh- 
teenth century. The proper mode of cultiva-

Constitution, discovered him and brought him 
to Atlanta to write up police court sketches, 
In a short while the paragrapher of The 
Smithville News was writing some of the 
most beautiful poems ever published by a 
writer of the south. The police court sketches 
were not in his line. A column appeared 
daily on the editorial page of The Constitu- 
tion and it was called “Just From Georgia.” , 
The Smithville paragrapher, who couldn't 
write police court sketches, was our own 
beloved singer of songs, Frank L. Stanton. 


IN PIEDMONT AND GRANT PARKS 

If you were to ask the average citizen of 
Atlanta the names of the lakes at Piedmont 
park and Grant park, he would tell you the 
lakes had no names. 

But this is not so. The lake at Piedmont 
park is named “Clara Mere,’ and the one at 
Grant park is “Lake Abana.” The Piedment 
park lake was so named during the expo- 
sition of 1895. Charles A. Collier was presi- 
dent of the exposition company and his wife's 
first name was Clara. So the lake was called 
“Clara Mere,” the “mere” being the archiac 
or dial English for “lake.” 


THE CENTER POST OF ATLANTA 
CAME NEAR KILLING A PIONEER 

Nearly everybody, I suppose, knows that 
there is in the old Union depot on Wall street 
a stone post which formerly marked the ex- 
act center of Atlanta when the city was a 
perfect circle, but few probably know that 
that post once came near costing the life 
of a well-known pioneer citizen. 

In 1853 Dr. Noel D’Alvigny, one of the 
first physicians to practice in Atlanta, was 
driving to a buggy a fractious horse. The 
horse ran away and dashed through the de- 
pot. The buggy struck the stone post and 
Dr. D’Alvigny was thrown out and so seri- 
ously injured that for several weeks his life 
was despaired of. Dr. D’Alvigny’s son, Dr. 
Charles D’Alvigny, is still living in Atlanta, 
one of the most highly honored and esteemed 
of our citizens. 


A TIME WHEN BICYCLES 
HAD HORNS OR BELLS 
Some years ago the entire police force was 
kept busy trying to force bicycle riders to 


carry either bells or horns. In those days bj- 
cycles were looked upon as dangerous be- 
Cause they were such rapid movers. 

But in these times of motorcycles and au- 
tomobiles, nobody pays any attention to bi- 
cycles, which are regarded as of slow and 
harmless locomotion. Bicycles have neither 
horns nor bells and no one cares. 


ATLANTA’S FIRST CITY HALL 


WAS THE CAPITOL SITE 

In 1854 Atlanta built a city hall on the site 
now occupied by the state capitol. It was 
such a “large and commodious” building that 
it was also used by the county fur a court- 
house. ‘he building cost $30,000. It stood in 
the center of the capitol lot until Atlanta was 
made the capital of the state and the site was 
donated to the state. * 
’ The city then purchased from the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce the building on the 


and it was used as a city hall until a few 
years ago, when the city secured from the 
federal government the old postoffice build- 
ing on Marietta streen 

In 1864, when Sherman captured Atlanta, 
the old city hall building was saved from fire 
through the efforts of Father O'Reilly, who 
also helped to save both the Catholic and 
Protestant churches. 

In 1854 when the first city hall was built 
the city’s population was only 6,025, and the 
assessed value of real estate in the city wap 
only $1,760,000. 


HOW MARIETTA STREET LOOKED 

SOME FORTY YEARS AGO 
_ Twas recently shown a photograph of Ma- 
rietta' street as it appeared in 1877. The pic- 
ture was taken at Five Points and shows a 
view of Marietta street looking west. The 
largest building was at the southeast corner 
of Broad and Marietta streets which was 
known as the Grant building, and was torn 
down to make room for the present Third 
National Bank building. On the southwest 
corner was a smallone-story building where 
now stands the Fitten building. Three or 
four blocks down Marietta street were sev- 
eral residences, the old homes of pioneer citi- 
zens, all of which have been removed for 
modern stores and office buildings. 

There stood a three-story building on the 
northwest corner of Broad and Searieten 
streets which was the first telephone build- 
ing. In this building President Woodrow Wil- 
son one had his law offices. 

DeGive’s Opera House, now the Bijou thea- 
ter, was built on Marietta street in 1875. 


FREE NEGROES ONCE PAID TAX 
TO LIVE IN CITY OF ATLANTA 


There was a time in the history of Atlan- 
ta when a tax was imposed upon all free 
negroes who came to the city to live. 

On May 6, 1859, the city council of Atlanta 
adopted an ordinance imposing a tax of $200 
on all “free persons of color” to be paid ten 
days after they arrived, if they made this city 
their permanent home. Before the tax was 
collected the “free persons of color” were 
examined to ascertain if they would make 
“desirable citizens.” Luther J. Glenn was 
mayor at the time, and it is said that he col- 
lected some $2,000 from this source. 


THE FIRST DEBATING SOCIETY 
P WAS ORGANIZED IN 1850 

It was in 1859 that Atlanta’s first debat- 
ing society was organized. It was called the 
“Alexander H. Stephens Debating society,” 
and it is said to have had a large member- 
ship of many prominent lawyers and pub- 
lic speakers. 

On August 5, 1859, the city council heard 
from a committee composed of Daniel Pitt- 
man, Moses Cole and Sidney Root, who want- 
ed the use of the city hall for the society. 
A permit was granted and regularly every 
week for several months the society held de- 
bates on all important questions of the times, 
HOW THE NEWSPAPERS WROTE 

ABOUT SECESSION IN 18860 

In an old scrap-book, owned by a pioneer 
of Atlanta, I find the following regarding the 
agitation about secession in 1860: 

“As usual, the press was a potent factor 
among the people. The Daily Intelligencer 
was the mouthpiece of the secessionists. Its 
editors, Jared Whittaker and John Steele, 
were forceful writers and they fired the 
hearts of their readers daily with the beau- 
ties of a Southern Confederacy. In the course 
of time secession came, enthusiasm ran high 
and business was generally left to run itself, 
Atlanta and Fulton county contributed a 
large contingent to the confederate army. The 
manufacture of guns and accoutrements for 
the government was largely engaged in and 
everything was subordinated to the war 
measures going on on every hand.”

The error of ag- 
sociating plants from widely different sur- 
roundings was finally recognized and even- 
tually more rational methods of cultivation 
developed, leading to the usual separation of 
orchids in three kinds of greenhouses, accord- 
in~°to temperatures maintained in them—hot 
houses, temperate houses, and cold houses 
Many of the finest orchids are found in the 
last. 
The writer also discusses at some length 
the wonderful creations in the shape of arti- 
ficially produced hybrids, in which the new 
plant not infrequently differs greatly from 


both parents. Some of these are extremely 
beautiful, as well as peculiar, and the diffi- 
culty of their production is such that they 
command extraordinary prices, as high ag 
$1,500 having been paid in a single instance. 
Once created these hybrids may be prope- 
gated indefinitely by dividing the rootstock 
as it grows, permanently enriching the coq 
lections of our conservatories,

“IT seek no glory,” he started out,

reincarnation, nor have [I anything 
to gain by pretending that I am what 
Jam not.

“My experiences are strange al- 
most beyond belief, and for that rea- 
son I hesitate to tell them for fear 
that | may be subject to ridicule. 

If some 
people believe me, well and good, 
and if others do not I have no com- 
plaint to make. I have an idea that 
many people, like some of my friends, 
will consider my experiences simply 
a remarkable series of coincidences.

Mrs. Annie Besant, a disciple of Blavatsky, says the 
theory of reincarnation “asserts the existence of a living 
and individualized ‘principle which dwells in and inferms 
the body of a man and which on the death of the body 
passes into another body after a longer or shorter interval. 
Thus successive bodily lives are linked together like pearls 
strung upon a thread, the thread being the living principle, 
the pearls upon it the separate human lives.” 

All that makes up the impermanent physical man is 
resolved into its component parts at death and passes out 
to be reabsorbed into the elements whence it came, never 
again to be remolded into the identical physical form— 
never again will these same molecules, cells or chemical 
atoms be reassembled to reconstruct the same human body. 
Therefore, the personal man cannot be said to reincarnate 
any more than does the tree of last year return to us this 
year bearing its identical vesture of foliage or flower.

“Shortly after that, I entered the 
stage, where I was privileged to play 
with Modjeska in ‘Adrienne Le 
couvreur,’ in ‘The French Spv’ and 
other plays so popular then. Later, 
I was with Clara Morris, James 
O’Neill, and other celebrities, and I 
suppose the patrons of the stage in 
the days of the famous old Union 
Square Company have not altogether 
forgotten me. The most striking 
characteristic of my work as an actor 
was the facility with which I played 
French parts, although I had never 
studied the language.

Event in My Career.” 


“In this connection, It may be 
pointed out that Louis XIV. was de- 
voted to the arts, and the world re- 
members him gratefully as the patron 
of Moliere. He was an artist him- 
self, if not of ability, at least of sin- 
cerity, and in his patronage of 
Moliere he was the ceaseless cham- 
pion of the drama. 

“I now come to what I consider 
the most inexplicable event in my 
career. I was in New Orleans, walk- 
ing alone, when I was attracted to a 
book-stand. I glanced over the books 
and walked away. Some _ psychic 
force drew me back; there my eyes 
were riveted on a book with a French 
title. I bought it. It seemed I could 
not keep from buying it. At home, 
I read the title ‘La Cour de Louis 
XIV. par Saint Simon’ (Memoirs of 
the Duke of Saint Simon on the 
Reign of Louis XIV.). 

“Why had I bought that _ book, 
when I could not read French? Why 
did I know what was in that book? 
I was mystified, bewildered, and I 
sought to explain it to myself as a 
psychic phenomenon. Possibly, I rea- 
soned, French had come to me readily 
just as some come into the world 


with a natural, or I might an 
abnormal, gift for music. 

“It was while I was in New York 
that I first saw the picture of Louis 
XIV. painted by Rigaud. It was then 
that the whole vista of the past 
opened before my eyes: the weep- 
ing boy who muttered ‘tout est bien’; 
the man in the cafe who said I| looked 
like Louis XIV.: the love of the stage, 
and my inexplicable aptitude for 
French parts; the psychic Command 
that I buy the Memoirs of Saint 
Simon: the ease with which I read 
a book in a language which I had 
never studied: and, capping it all, 
here was the picture of Louis XIV., 
an exact image of myself. 

“Shortly after my _ return to 
Tampa,” he continued, “I felt an ir- 
resistible impulse to go to Europe. 
I could give no reason. My\business 
was urgent, and my partnersshegged 
me to stay. I was restless, dissatis- 
fied, unhappy—I must go to Europe. 
On March 26, 1914, I sailed, and | 
didn't know when I left or when I 
landed why | had embarked on this 
apparently purposeless errand. 

“In Germany | the Prussian 
military activities and | sensed dan- 
ger. Returning to France, | told my 
companions there that war was im- 
pending; that France was in peril. 
Although Frenchmen accorded me al- 
ways extraordinary attention and 
consideration, my warning that Ger- 
many and France would soon be at 
grips was not taken seriously. | 
went over to Spain, and on mv way 
back from Geneva to Paris, I learned 
that the worst had happened; that 
Europe was in flames. 

“Poor France! I felt she 
doomed. No, there was one 
tion. England could save her.

England. In London, I went the 
Metropole Hotel, to a room over- 
looking Parliament and there dav 
and night I prayed that England 
would come to the rescue.
